Those letters, 35 of them, were read in court in the present 


trial.

Her Home the Finest in Clinton, 


Mrs. Warner lives in, by all odds, the 
finest house in Clinton. It cost $20,000. 
It was given to Mrs.: Warner by her 
husband's will, together with a farm of 
240 acres, $10,000 in cash and an income 
of $500 a year. 

In the trial of the will contest Mrs. 
Warner did not go upon the witness 
stand at ail. She did not deny per- 
sonally the accusation that her great- 
grandfather was a full-blogded negro. 
Her lawyers denied it in their argu- 
ments before the court, but her testi- 
mony upon the question in dispute was 
lacking and this caused some wonder 
and gossip. The reason of it she now 
explains. It was because her lawyers 
did not think it necessary. *y 

Vespasian Warner declares that in 
charging that his stepmother was taint- 
ed with negro blood he was actuated 
simply by a sense of justice. 

Warner Defending Will. 

“T am an executor of my father’s es- 
tate,’’ said he. 
in his will the manner in which he 
wished the estate divided. My step- 
mother, not satisfied with this division, 
comes nto court to break the will and 
get more. If she wins she would ulti- 
mately get two-thirds of the estate 
while my sister and I, children of his 
first wife, would get only one-third, 
since, of my stepmother won, her chil- 
dren would still have their share, one- 
quarter of the residue of the estate, 
each, after Mrs. Warner's doweft rights 
were paid. 

“She alleged in her petition that my 
father deceived her in concealing from 
her the amount of his wealth when he 
married her and she signed the contract 
to be satisfied with $10,000 at his death. 
The law says that she who would tn- 
voke the law of equity must come into 
court with clean hands. If she deceived 
my father about the negro blood in her 
veins, she cannot allege that he de- 
ceived her about his property.” 

Mrs. Warner denies that she deceived 
her huband, because there was no negro 
blood in her veins. 

His Romance Strange. 

The story of how Jolin Warner met 
and married the woman so cruelly as- 
salied by his son is one of the strangest 
romances of love ever told. It was 33 
years ago. John Warner was then a 
banker in Clinton, was worth §131,000, 
had been a widower eight years, had a 
grown son and daughter and was up- 
wards of W years of age. 
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Courtly Letters of John Warner Revealing 
Course of His Love of Isabella Robinson 


HE first letter written by John 

T Warner to the young woman 

who infatuated him upon first 

sight and afterward became Mrs. 
Warner was as follows: 

“Clinton, Tll., June 13, 1873.—Miss 
Isabella Robinson—Dear Lady: The 
brief acquaintance formed with you 
on the train from Garnett, Kan., to 
Springfield, Ill., impressed me with 
such favor that I cannot refrain 
frem dropping you this note, in the 
hope that you will not consider it 
ill-timed or offensive, but will fa- 
vor me with an answer at gan early 
day. And in the hope that upon a 
better acquaintance my  partiaiity 
for you might be reciprocated. 

“I know that my age is at least 
double that of yours, but all other 
circumstances being favorable, per- 
haps this would not be a barrier to 
the relations I might fondly hope to 
establish. I have been a widower 
tor elght years, and during all that 
time I have not met anyone with 
whom I could wish to cast my lot 
once more, until I saw you. I take 
you to be a lady of accomplishments 
and good judgment, and in case you 
should be unable to consider my suit 
favorably you will at least not ex- 
pose my presumption.

She was Miss Isabella Robinson of 
Steuben, O. She was 21 years old anid 
pretty. They had to wait several hours 
for another train and he proposed mar- 
riage to her.

After a correspondence of five months 
they were married. 

The Wedding a Great Event. 


The wedding was a great event in the 
littie Ohio village. She never returned 
to it or the little log hut in which she 
was born, after the day John Warner 
drove away with her to a more expen- 
sive home. 

The day they were married she signed 
a& paper, agreeing that when he died she 
would relinquish a widow's right to his 
estate, and would take only $10,006 in 
cash and $500 a year. That seemed like 
a fortune to her then and she says she 
did not know her husband was rich 
until after he had brought her to Clin- 
ton. For 33 years she lived with him, a 
true and faithful wife, and then he died 
leaving an estate of $2,000,000. 


Sued for Dower Right. 


The will gave her only the homestead, 
a farm, $10,000 In cash and $500 a year. 
She sued for a dower right in the estate, 
which wou'd be about $500,000. John 
Warner, her stepson, offered her $150,000. 
She refused it and then he contended 
that she was not entitled to more than 
her signed marriage contract called for. 
She answered that her husband deceived 
her as to his wealth when he induced 
her to sign the paper. Her stepson re- 
torted that she could not plead de-elt 
because she had deceived her husband 
as to the negro blood in her veina., 

Vespasian Warner and his*sister had 
never spoken to Mrs. Warner from the 
day she married their father until after 
his death. They never forgave her for 
marrying him, and she says it was this 
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leged negro blood. 

The Judge of the Circuit Court Bere 
has the will contest under consideration 
and/ may not decide it for a month or 
two. It is generallly believed by the 
lawyers at this bar that Mrs. Warner 
wilP win the suit. 

Vespasian Warner Attacked. 

In addition to the suit brought by 
the widow to break the will another 
suit has been filed by *.e two daugh- 
ters of Mrs. Warner, attacking Ves- 
pasian Warner's management of the es- 
its executor. They allege that 
he has mismanaged ft. 

One of the charges is that he sold to 
Mrs. Eleanor Magill the estate’s inter- 
est in the bank of John Warner & 
Co: that he got $50,000 less for it than 
it was worth, and that he did not turn 
the money for the sale into the es- 
tate. In response to this Mr. Warner

“My father died testate, appoigging 
me executor of his will. Mrs. Mdpill, 
as .surviving partner, took charge of 
the business, had appraisers appointed 
who apraised the value of the bank 
stock owned by the Warner estate, and 
reported it to court.

_ It was expected that the people of the Philip- 
pines would adopt the “Kansas plan” of the “colo- 
mization period’’ and stay away from the polls 
during the elections of the week. While this 
may have been planned, enough votes were cast to 
give those who demanded independent self-gov- 
ernment a majority reported at three to one, in 
60 out of 80 districts, with like results indicated 
for all districts.

CHAIRMAN KNOTT’S APPEAL. 

Gov. Folk cannot overlook the appeal of Chair- 
man Knott for a special commission to inspect 
the tracks of the Missouri Pacific Railroad for 
the purpose of ascertaining the real condition of 
the road. This appeal is the logical sequence of 
Chairman Knott's criticism of the action of his| 
fellow railroad commissioners in rescinding the 
speed limit order with reference to Missouri Pa- 
cific trains, and of his own report of the condi- 
tion of the tracks. As he remarks, action of this 
kind should logically follow the majority report 
and the explanations of the other railroad com- 
missioners. 

Chairman Knott makes a convincing and forci- 
ble statement of the situation. He does not in 
the slightest degree exaggerate the importance 
of the matter from the standpoint of the safety 
of the public and of the men who are compelled 
to run the trains. He is perfectly right in say- 
ing that while trains may run over “imperfect 
tracks for weeks and months without harm, but 
when the tracks are under suspicion what ex- 
cuse has the State when it fails to sound a warn- 
ing?” He states it convincingly when he says, 
“it is better to take the precaution of slow or- 
ders, than to deal with a coroner’s jury after a 
wreck.” 

Gov. Folk should sound his powers in this mat- 
ter. If he finds it within his powers, he should 
act promptly. The inspection should be made not 
only of the tracks of the Missouri Pacific, but 
of all other railroads in the State concerning 
the condition of which complaint has been made. 
The railroad managers cannot afford to refuse 
full and free co-operation in this matter.

“THE GRANDFATHER CLAUSE,” 

The franchise bill passed by the Georgia Sen- 
ate on July 31 is modeled on similar enactments 
in Alabama and several other states. It pro- 
vides that in order to vote in Georgia, a man 
must pay»taxes on $500 worth of property or meet 
the test of prescribed educational qualification or 
be able to show his descent from an ancestor who 
has done military service. 

Educational and property qualifications have 
been part of the regulation of suffrage in a num- 
ber of the states since the foundation of the Gov- 
ernment. Whether it is better without them than 
with them, each State is frée to decide for itself. 

When they adopted the Fedgral Constitution in 
1789, however, all the states repudiated descent as 
a qualification for citizenship. At that time in 
England and in most countries of Europe, quali- 
fication for all important offices depended on 
descent, and under the tenure of this feudalism, 
everything in civil life depended on having an- 
cestors of the military class. Every American 
State repudiated this military descent as the basis 
of civil government. 

Hence it is self-evident that being equally op- 
posed to the Constitution of Georgia and the 
Constitution of the United States, the so-called 
“grandfather clause,’ attempting to establish mil- 
itary descent as a qualification for citizenship, 
fails from the beginning. In every State, the 
question must be the civil qualification of the 
voter himself—never the military or other quali- 
fications of his grandfather. 
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a Governor and an ex-Governor propose to believe 
the story of a notorious liar and confessed mur- 
derer. 
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BLUE LAWS AND BLUE FUNK. 

That Yankee reformer who lately sought to 
interdict the playing of golf on Sunday by suing 
out an injunction, has his equals for absurdity in 
the good people of the District of Columbia, who 
are endeavoring to enforce a bit of ancient his- 
tory in the shape of an act of the Maryland Legis- 
lature, dated 1723, which forbids—on penalty of a 
fine of 200 pounds of tobacco—not only every form 
of work on the Sabbath day, but in addition “ai: 
gaming, fishing, fowling, hunting or unlawful pas- 
time or recreations,” and provides that the testi- 
mony of a single witness shall be sufficient to con- 
vict. 

Either morality in ‘he District of Columbia is 
bewildered by the obsession of modern evils or 
it is a purblind and finicky spinster to go all 
a-flutter over this discredited and thric2-dead let- 
ter. Reform may be said to be in a blue funk 
when it digg back into dust-covered tomes and 
e blue laws of antiquity for at- 
tempted enforcement. 

It is all very well to say that because a law 
is on the statute books it must be enforced—but 
the statute books should be of comparatively 
modern date. The blue laws died when the ma- 
jority of people discovered that you couldn’t make 
people good by restricting their personal liberty 
or regulating their merely personal habits. What- 
ever may be said of flat money, flat morality can 
never be made to pass for the real thing. You 
cannot “flat” the human being into perfection. 

Blue laws cannot be successfully revived in this 
country. But the so-called reformers who: go in 
for ridiculous excesses can strike the serious 
morality and the genuine reform purpose of this 
country a serious blow. The follies committed

in the name of reform may bring it into contempt 
and demoralization. 

On the subject of law enforcement generally it 
may be observed that laws were not made to be 
literally enforced in all circumstances or enforced 
forever in the absence of specific repeal. Other- 
wise we might as sanely revert to feudal laws for 
the regulation of our present conduct as to the 
colonial blue laws—which were scarcely an im- 
provement. Law enforcement cannot take for its 
absolute guidance the written word in every in- 
stance. Our system of law is a live utility, 
changeable in its very nature: not a rigid, dead- 
letter, dry-bones. affair. The flexibility of our 
governmental system is what gives it adaptabil- 





ity and power. Likewise with the growth of lib- |

erty is the growth of law-—and the welinith of law 
hecessarily implies a lopping off of much dead 
wood from time to time, whether by express legis- 
lative repeal or by a process of common-sense 
discrimination. 
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The people of St. Louis are not interested in 
the agitations of politicians concerning the par- 
tisan advantages or disadvantages of Postmas- 
ter Wyman’s administration of the St. Louis 
Postoffice. The objections voiced by Republi- 
can politicians, so far, relate to the recognition 
of the party workers. He is regarded as a men- 
ace to the party because he does not pack his 
office with the henchmen of the party leaders. 
In considering Mr. Wyman’s reappointment the 
one thing to be determined is the efficiency of 
his administration and the fitness of the men 
whom he has appointed. Are the mails promptly 
and efficiently distributed? Does Mr. Wyman 
maintain a progressive standard of service? Is 
merit the test of fitness in making appointments 
or promotion? The postal service is maintained 
for the benefit of the people who use the mails, 
not for the benefit of the organization or the 
bosses of the party which happens to be in power. 
The elimination of the scandals which disgraced 
the previous administration of the Postoffice and 
the maintenance of the efficiency. of the service 
are the best recommendations for Mr. Wyman. 
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FINING STANDARD OIL. 

Primarily the penalty of $29,240,000 assessed 
by Judge Landis against the Standard Oil Co. 
is a substantial vindication of law, and as such 
cannot fail of salutary and restraining effect. It 
is punishment leveled at the rebate system, the 
cardinal method by which Standard Oil, as well 
as many another trust, has thrived at the ex- 
pense of competition—which is to say, at the 
cost of the people. 

But, in the end, no man doubts that the peo- 
ple likewise will have to pay the fine. Raising 
the price of oil to the consumer is a long familiar 
trick of self-reimbursement by the Standard, and 
it will be surprising if it does not resort to that 
simple device in the present instance of neces- 
sity. There is a limit, though, to what the traf- 
fic will bear—a limit of extortion beyond which 
no monopoly can go and still exist. Manifestly, 
bad conduct which is mulcted by heavy, fines in 
court is an essential menace to the profits of 
illegal business. 

But the trend of events is fast leading to a 
punishment about which there can be no vicari- 
ousness or uncertainty. The only real and effec- 
tive way to punish a trust is by punishing the 
individual responsible for illegal transactions. 
The people, intolerant of punishing by a method 
which inevitably reacts upon themselves, _ will 
speedily ‘see to it that the individual criminals 
are punished by incarceration. When the head 
of an offending trust, in the person of the party 
responsible’ for crime, is put in jail, the “square 
deal” will be in a fair way towards adoption, 
and not till then.

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A TWENTIETH CENTURY “ REVOLT.” 

A cablegram of a few lines, published severa] 
days ago, states that all the powers represented 
in China are now co-operating with the Chinese 
Government in its program for suppressing the 
use of opium. Little attention has been paid to 
the “program” thus far because of a question of 
its good faith and of the power of the Government 
to carry it out. But back of the cablegram is 
nearly a year’s work. As reported in detaj] 
through the mails by American writers in Shang- 
hai and other Chinese cities, it appears to be giy- 
ing results which on their face seem more im- 
portant than anything recently reported from any 
other country of the world. 

In Foochow alone, the ‘crusade” has closed S000: 
opium dens this year, and it is said that “not one 
is open today.” Those of Pekin and Tientsin 
have also been closed and the order issued for 
closing 3000 in Shanghai. 

The Government seems to be proceeding cay- 
tiously from city to city and province to proy- 
ince in attempting to carry out its pledge that 
within ten years it will suppress both the opium 
traffic and the use of opium in all parts of China. 
Within the same time, it is pledged to suppress 
the cultivation of the opium poppy in China itself, 
where it is now one of the great “industries,” on 
which millions depend for support at the expense

A FAN RUN BY A LAMP. 

In India the intense heat during most of the year 
makes fans of some kind a necessity to the comfort 
of Europeans, and great success is predicted for the 
few apparatus that is being introduced by a German 
firm, and which consists of a portable fan driven by 
a hot-air engine using kerosene as fuel. The new 
fan is Jess expensive and more convenient than the 
electric fan and far more effective than the old- 
fashioned: “‘punkah,’ or screen swung by a servant, 
The lamp, holding about a quart of oil, has a small 
glass chimney fitting into a larger metal chimney 
connected with the engine, and the fan, resembling 
the ordinary electric fan, is hung upon the top of the 
engine. The speed is regulated by turning the flame 
up or down. One filling of the lamp is sufficient 
for more than twenty-four hours, and the cost of 
running is only one-fifth of that of the electric fan. 
The outfit includes a small stand with handles, the 
whole weighing 30 pounds. 


BREATHING MACHINES FOR MINERS. 

Consul William H. Hunt of St. Etienne, reports 
that the Minister of Public Works has recently 
caused to be signed a decree ordering the employ- 
apparatus in the mines of 
France. Every mine employing .100 men underground 
at the same time must be provided with portable 
respiratory apparatus, ready for‘immediate use and 
allowing a miner to remain at least one hour in an 
irrespirable atmosphere. The number of these ap- 
paratus must not be less than two for each pit, placed 
in charge of an engineer or inspector familiar with 
their working, and provided with 10 picked men, who 
will be trained in the use of these apparatus and sent 
to the seat of danger immediately whenever the ne- 
cessity arises. A year is allowed each mining com- 
pany to comply with the stipulations of this decree. 
These precautions have been suggested by the great 
disaster of Courriers last year. 


PHOTOGRAPHING IN COLORS. 

The single-plate process of color photography, upon 
which the Lumiere Brothers of Paris have been 
working several years, has reached the stage where 
it is possible to take a picture in colors upon a 
single plate in an ordinary camera with an exposure 
6f one second or less. The special plate requires 
little more manipulation than that of ordinary pho- 
tography. In making the plate, the glass first re- 
ceives a single layer or stained grains of potato 
starch, an intimate mixture of orange, green and 
violet forming a microscopic mosaic of five and one- 
half million particles to the square inch, with no va- 
cant spaces; and thfs color screen is protected by a 
coat of waterproof varnish having the same refrac- 


tion. A final coating is of gelatino bromide emulsion

made sensitive to all colors. The plate is exposed 
with the glass back to the light and the rays enter- 
ing the camera are absorbed by the starch. grains 
of complementary color and passed by others—blue, 
for instance, being taken up by the orange grains, 
while green and violet pass and act on the emulsion. 
White Nght acts under all colors. On development, 
the emulsion is black under portions reached by white 
light and transparent where the rays have been ab- 
sorbed, so that the colored gtains showing through 
give a picture of colors complementary to the orig- 
inal. A bath of acid permanganate of potash reverses 
the picture, bringing out the natural colors, by dis- 
solving out the reduced silver and blackening other 
parts of the emulsion; while a dlamidophenol bath 
and a varnish give brightness to the colors, 


ARTIFICIAL BREATHING. 

The artificial respirator of Prof. George Poe of Vir- 
ginia, simultaneously pumping gases from the lungs 
and forcing oxygen into them, is claimed to accom- 
plish wonders in reviving victims of drowning, suffo- 
cating and poisoning by anesthetics, It includes two 
small cylinders, tubes leading to the nostrils, and 
plungers that are worked by hand at the normal rate 
of breathing, one cylinder connecting with an oxygen 
supply. A rabbit, “dead’’ from morphine and ether, 
was made to run about in six minutes. 


WIRELESS FOR CLOCKS. 

The regulation of clocks by wireless telegraphy 
seems to have been quite successful. In the expert- 
ments at Vienna of Reithoffer and Morawetsz, the 
clock was controlled by wireless Impulsés from 4 
regulator three and three-quarters miles away, and it 
kept perfect time with no interference from stray 
currents. 


LONDON’S 101 PARKS. 

One of the most useful activities of the London 
County Council has been in the extension of the 
park system of the metropolis, which now Includes, 
under the management of the council, nearly 5000 
acres. 

The acquirement and development has cost about 

500,000, and the annual charge for maintenance 
comes to $565,000, which adds about a half-penny in 
the pound to the rates, or about two-tenths of 1 per 
cent. The cost includes the salaries of an outdoor 
staff of 843 men and women. 

The council came into existence in 1889, and suc- 
ceeded to the Metropolitan Board of Public Works 
in the care of the parks, but of course with larger 
powers. In all 57 new parks have been added since 
then out of the total of 101 that come under the 


; council’s management.

It is already 
beginning to define itself as the organized revolt 
of millions of people against the worst oppression 
—that of their own most degrading vicc. Even 
failure in such an attempt might have sublimity 
in it. But if it succeeds as far as success is human- 
ly possible for it, it wilk be the world’s greatest 
movement of the 10 years. With its success, one 
of the world’s highest lessons in the meaning 
of twentieth century progress will have come 
from the quarter where, of all others, it was least 
expected. If such a ‘reformation” is possible in 
China, what may not people, who despise the pig- 
tail, hope for in the way of self-improvement? 
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Mamma’s boy is sometimes very lucky to win 
a sweet and amiable young actresss. And if 
mamma sees fit to break up love’s young dream, 
it may be the actress who deserves the congratu- 
lations. Even Mabelle Gillman might have been 
luckier—who knows?—if mamma’s interference 
had prevailed. Likewise the fair heroine of a 
celebrated New York divorce proceeding now

NDER the title, “Das Werden ‘is Welten,’’ 
U Svente Arrhenious, the disting:®#Shed Swedish 
cosmologist, has given the public an ostensibly 
scientific work on the origin and formation of 
worlds, but which is in reality nothing more or less 
than a grand prose poem, says the Minneapolis 
Tribune. 

Prof. Arrhenius discards the current astronomic 
theories of the sun as a vast furnace fed by a con- 
stant infall of meteorites, evolving heat by the proc- 
ess of contraction. Either one of such processes 
would necessarily come to an end some time. The 
fires of the sun would some day die out, or it would 


lew, ‘t> “eat, The portion of the universe thet we: 


know anytning about would have an end. 

The brilliant Swedish cosmologist conceives the 
source of the sun's energy as chemical rather than 
mechanical. Our sclentists know that certain chem- 
ical combinations taking place at a high temperature 
insure greater permanence of heat than at a lower 
temperature. 

The atmosphere of the sun is in a state of tre- 
mendous agitation. As the gases of the outer solar 
atmosphere are swept downward they are subjected 
to an enormously increased temperature, producing 
explosive energy, by which the compounds are again 
awept upward. This process goes on 
and the sun's heat is thus preserved eternally, mak- 
ing possible the idea of a universe without beginning 
er end. 

Prof. Arrhenius’ cosmogony is an indestructible 
uriverse. If his conception is correct, light and heat 
will never fail, and life will go on in an unending 
round. Jo us as individuals this makes little differ- 
ence, for the mechanical theories of heat sources 
allow a duration of a million years or more to our 
gun and its planets. But as sentient beings, believing 
in progress towards perfection, we must be glad to 
believe that to our successors physical existence on 
this earth will be eternal. 

It is a grand and ennobling conception, but, after 
all, it must be relegated to the realm of sentiment 
rather than of science. No man, however learned, 
can know the sources of heat and light or their 
duration. At the best it is a guess. It may be 
asked now of all seekers after knowledge as it was 
asked of Job: ‘“‘Where wast thou when I laid the 
foundations of the earth?’ 

The answer may be rhapsody or logical deduction 
from assured facts, but it will fall as far short of 
certitude as the finite intellect falls short of capacity 
to comprehend the infinite.

Now, it is no less a social institution than marriage 
that has lately furntshed material for copy to a num- 
ber of contemporary writers. Thus, we have the 
problem play and the problem novel It would be 
easy to exaggerate the harm that these do, for, after 
all, we do not take the theater or even our fiction 
very seriously—and in this we show a rare degree 
of wisdom. But serious harm must ensue when 
men like Mr. Bernard Shaw, Mr. H. G. Wells, and 
even Mr. George Meredith, who have gained popu- 
larity, or even the homage of the wise, as imagina- 
tive writers, use the influence thus obtained for the 
purpose of propagating views upon social questions 
which can described only peurile, superficial 
and pestilent. 

Now, the first fact which we have clearly to recog- 
nize is that no church, living or dead, is or was the 
inventor or originator of the institution of marriage. 
This institution is definitely older than any existing 
church or any historical church; it Is definitely older 
than even the most primitive religions; nay more, it 
is older than the human race itself. 

We are not concerned for the moment to assert 
any superiority of monogamy, but merely to state 
the historical fact that, superior or inferior, natural 
or unnatural, ecclesiastical or civil in origin, monoga- 
my has been the dominant form of sex relation in the 
history of mankind. It may be permitted, however, 
to inquire into the causes of this general dominance 
of monogamy at such various times, in such various 
places, among such various peoples. Now, it is true 
that the practice of polygamy is found to have been 
most extensive among purely military peoples of a 
low order of civilization—as, of course, a purely mill- 
tary people must necessarily be. In consequence 
of perpetual war, the number of men in such com- 
munities is disproportionately small, and thus is es- 
tablished a state of. affairs especially advantageous 
to the practice of polygamy. 

But the survival of any social institution is not to 
be explained, and is not determined, by the wills of 
irdividual men. It is determined by the needs of the 
race. Many forms of matrimonial or semi-matri- 
mdnial institutions may be named, besides polygamy, 
which offer marked attractions—some to men of one 
type, some to men of another type. But these in- 
stitutions have played no part of any note in the his- 
tory of mankind, because they did not make for the 
survival, but instead made for the death, of the peoples 
who accepted them. The writer believes that the 
true cause of the dominance and triumph of monog- 
amy, as opposed to other marriage forms is to be ex- 
pressed in terms of the children. 

The theory of the present writer jis that monog- 
amv has triumphed because it provides the best con- 
ditions for the children, produces the best children, 
who grow up to be the best men and women, and 
who survive in the struggle for existence as com- 
pared with their neighbors who practice polygamy.

T 1S hard to make a distinction between ordinary 
| representations to the senses and hallucinations. 
The victim of the latter seldom notices any dif- 
ference. M. Leroy defines a hallucination as the 
representation to sense of an appearance without any 
real object corresponding to it. But it does not foi- 
low that the mind of the person affected is diseased. 
The phenomenon indicates an abnormal, but not nec- 
essarily a morbid, state of mind. 

Some observers describe a hallucination as a weak 
representation, and thus distinguish it from a true 
perception which is strong. Others hold that in the 
case of a real perception, action will follow in ac- 
cordance with the idea presented, while a false pre- 
sentation has no influence on the behavior. This dis- 
tinction, however, ts not precise. There are recog- 
nized truths and established beliefs which do not in- 
cite to action; and there are illusory images which 
may influence conduct. A man may have a vision of 
his dead father, and because his belief in its reality 
is weak, he may refuse to act on advice which the 
apparition seems to give him. Hamlet is a psycho- 
logical example of this. But generally hallucina- 
tions beget actions, under the stress of awe, fear 
or some other intense feeling. 

There are experiences of false impressions which 
ai the time are recognized as unreal. Of these a 
familiar example “ts the hallucination hypnagogique, 
which occurs frequentlv just as one is falling asleep. 
It is recognized as dec. tive, but the perception has 
for the moment all the marks of reality. It is, how- 
the fact that the hallucination has no inde- 
pendent validity; and this marks it off from feal per- 
ception. There may the image of something 
tangible which cannot be seen, or of something 
visible which cannot be touched. 

As Taine and William James have shown, the hal- 
lucination is often caused by a real nerve-stimula- 
tion, having its origin within the organism. Wundt 
and Ladd would seem to be mistaken, therefore, in 
supposing that hallucinations are simply products of 
the imagination, so vividly experienced that they af- 
fect the organs of sense. A blow upon the eye will 
cause flashes of light and color; an after-image of

They became interested in my work 
from the start, and I have always 
feund them ready and willing to pro- 
vide the necessary funds with which 
to carry on my experiments. They at 
first regarded me with suspicion, and 
some of them even believed that I 
was a sort of conjurer, but they soon 
learned that I was working for their 
welfare, 


“The combination turnip and cab- | 


bage is the result of nearly 25 years’ 
careful study, and much labor. Had 
it not been for a few bad boys the 
world would still be in ignorance 
of the vegetable.

Prof. Bushnell Presents a Startling Array of 
Losses from Abnormal Conditions and 


Sounds a 


Warning.

WASHINGTON. Aug. 3.—When Prof. 
Charles J. Bushneli, Ph. D., of this 
city, made his recent statement that the 
American public was on the verge of 
bankruptcy because it expended $6,000,- 
000,000 a year on the criminal, pauper 
and vicious classes, while the annual 
income of wealth aggregated only five 
Billions, he called down upon his head 
a storm of adverse criticism. 

But Prof. Bushnell is not to be 
frightened through adverse criticism 
from his line of attack on what he calls 
the social ills of the country, and he 


reiterates the accuracy of his figures 
and the logic of his conclusions. 

"It was to be expected,” he said to- 
day, “that some of my = statements 
wowld arouse incredulity in the minds 
of those who do not realize the public 
ignorance and widespread unfortunate 
concealment of facts vital to the wel- 
fare and happiness of the whole peo- 


“Any honest, faithful study of the au- 
thorities and sources to which I refer 
' will convince the most skeptical that my 
@tatements are surely, in the main, 
Bound and even conservative.” 

- Dr. Bushnell then submitted to the 
‘Post-Dispatch a set of tables upon 
which his arguments are based. These 
are the figures, he says, which show 
positively that the nation is drifting in- 
‘to bankruptcy:

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 3.—Fred Wil- 
liams has had a silver wire 20 feet long 
thrust into his chest, left there two 
months, and taken out again, with the 
result that he fs once more a well man, 


and that Dr. James P. Mann of the 
Medico-Chirurgical Hospital has the 
honor of having performed one of the 
most remarkable operations known te 
surgery. The operation, successful to 
a degree, was for aneurism of the aorta. 

Williams, who is 39 years old, a bar- 
ber and a man of immense vitality, 
noticed a swelling on his breast. The 
barber went to the hospital and’ there 
he was placed upon the operating table 
without having been etherized. A hol- 
low needle was plunged into the aorta 
and through this the silver wire was 
fed from a spool. The thickness of the 
wire was about that of a No. 60 cotton 
thread. 

The blood pressure had been previous- 
ly reduced to a minimum by a long 
stay in bed and by starvation diet. 

As the wire was fed into the great 
blood vessel it coiled itself closely in the 
form of a cylinder which fitted exactly 
the inner surface of the affected parts. 
Then the needle was withdrawn and ‘the 
little wound made by it was dressed. 

The process that was then set up in 
the weakened part was that the blood 
clotted over the wires and ‘“‘organized’’ a 
new wall, strengthening that which had 
been weakened by the rheumatic 
growth. The efficacy of this ‘‘organiza- 


‘in his chest. 
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tion’? depends upon the general condi- 
tion of the patient and the quality of 
his blood. 

The operation upon Williams was per- 
formed two months ago. Last week 
he came into the hospital with blood 
trickling steadily from a pin point hole 


Again Williams was placed upon the 
operating table. The blood was found to 
be coming from a wound from which 
protruded the tip of the silver wire 
that had been coiled inside his aorta. 

With gheat care the whole strand was 
taken out, and then, to the amaze- 
ment of everybody, the bleeding stopped. 

There is every indication that the bar- 
ber is now absolutely well and that the 


new inner coating of the aorta is suf- 
ficiently strong to reinforce the weak- 
ened tissue that Hes outside it. 

“I feel as-well as I ever did in my 
life and work every day without fa- 
tigue,’’ said Williams today.

Alaska Natives Tell of Strange 


Big Boat Centuries 
Old. 





SEATTLE, Wash., Aug. 3.—‘‘Mount 
Ararat with the ruins of Noah's ark on 
it, discovered in Yukon,’ was the head- 
line that appeared in a Dawson news- 
paper some few years ago. And while 
a controversy may well be waged as to 
the meaning and original purpose of 
the great ruin that Indians declare ex- 
ists on the top of a mountain far in 
the interior of Northern Yukon, the 
management of the Alaska-Yukon-Pa- 
eific Exposition which will be held at 
Seattle in 1909 intends to sift the story, 
and if there is any ruin, to have photos 
and plans of it at the Pacific World's 
Fair, in order that archeologists may be 
able to give an intelligent opinion. 

The story of the first discovery of 
the alleged Noah's Ark is of itself a 
Classic in the North. In the early days 
of the Klondike rush a brilliant coterie 
of writers gathered in the new camp. 
Of those who ha¥e since given to the 
world their impressions were Jack Lon- 
don, Rex Beach, Jack Corbett, ex-Sen- 
ator Jerry Lynch of California and 
others. But in the newspaper world 
of Dawson-—then particularly bright— 
the particular star was one Bernard 
H. Moran, or as he was known from 
soint Barrow to Atlin, ‘‘Casey’’ Moran. 

Reporters “Beat.” 

As a reporter, Casey was unexcelled 
anywhere. There are whole weeks in 
Dawson when the telegraph wires are 
down and no news whatever arrives 
from the outside world, when the trails 
are snowed-up completely and no one 
either leaves or enters the city, and 
‘when the most recent newspaper of the 
outside world is some two or three 
months’ old, and everyone has read it 
twice at that. Getting out a daily under 
these circumstances is no joke. But the 
fnevitable, ubiquitous Casey was always 
there with the item, the speculation, the 


_ ®uggestion. A man that had successive- 
%, ly been street preacher, whisky smug- 


gier, walking delegate, mining broker, 
fee trust magnate and boat builder 
could always evolve enough news, 
whether or not the real article was in 
evidence. 

It was one of these times, and the 
editor was troubled. “Casey,” said he, 
“the paper is going to the-dogs. People 
blame us for the wires being down and 
the roads being impassible.

PENSION PLAN 
FOR 10,000 
AGED CLERKS 


Uncle Sam’s Commission Has 
Finally Agreed on 
Report. 








TO BUY ANNUITIES 





Sum Required Will Be De- 
ducted From Monthly 
Pay Check.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—The 
Commission has finally completed 
project to provide for the age retire- 
ment of the 100,000 classified clerks in 


the Federal service throughout the 
country, and the project will now go to 
the President for incorporation in his 
annual message to Congress in De- 
cember. 

Briefly, it is proposed that from the 
salary of each employe an amount suf- 
ficient to purchase his own insurance, or 
annuity, on reaching the retiring age of 
70, shall be deducted monthly, the Gov- 
ernment acting as custodian and being 
responsible for the fund. The amounts 
deducted from salaries will, of course, 
vary with the age of enterting the 
service, and with the amount of sal- 
ary. 

A member of the sub-committee which 
made the final revision of the proposed 
law explained it today. 

“The amounts deducted from _ sal- 
aries,’’ he said, ‘‘will in no sense be 
assessments, unjustly burdening the 
younger employes for the benefit of 
the older. Instead, it is proposed that 
the sums shall be set aside as savings 
in the United States Treasury by each 
individual employe for his own ultimate 
benefit, or that of his family, and with 
the knowledge that at compound inter- 
est the total amount will, at the age 
of 70 years, be sufficient to purchase a 
reasonable annuity. 


Not Co-Operative, 


“No employe will in any way contrib- 
ute to the retirement fund of other em- 
ployes, nor will the savings of any em- 
ploye be diverted to another’s use. This, 
fact is thought to be one of the strong- 
est points in favor of the system. 

“On arriving at the age of retire- 
ment the employe may convert his 
savings, with the interest, into one of 
the following options: First, one cash 
sum; second, an annuity payable 
throughout life; third, an annuity pay- 
able throughout life, with the provision 
that in event of the death of the an- 
nuitant before he has received in an- 
nuities the amount of his savings with 
interest, the balance shall be paid to 
his estate, and fourth, an annuity for a 
limited term of years. 

“But it Is not merely the employe 
that remains in the service until he 
reaches the age of retirement who will 
benefit by this measure. A _ person 
separated from the service in any man- 
ner before that age will have to his 
credit a sum of money which he will 
be free to withdraw. If it amounts to 
$1000 and he has been in the service 
not less than 20 years, he may with- 
draw it under any one of the fore- 
going options. In case of his death in 
the service the amount of his savings, 
with interest, will be paid to his estate. 

“The second part of the plan takes 
care of employes now in the service. 
If aged employes are entitled to any 
assistance at dil in consideration of their 
past services, or if the service would be 
improved by their retirement, the Gov- 
ernment should provide the funds. It 
is, therefore, proposed to give every 
employe now in the classitied service, 
at Government expense, an annuity on 
reaching the age of 70.

BELGRADE, Servia, Aug. 3.—King 
Debt S Peter is growing in popularity among 
his restless subjects. There is a pic- 
turesque and sympathetic helplessness 
about him which the Servians like in 
their King. 

But the eyes of Servia are not di- 
rected toward Peter so much as toward 
his oldest son, George, the Crown 
Prince. More than once the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent has directed at- 
tention to the eccentricities of this 
young man. Servians are in an un- 
pleasant > -" -»4 with regard to him. 
Even his exterior is not quite satis- 
factory. His eye is unsteady, his walk 
is lazy and halting—the walk of a trivial 
person. This and the innumerable anec- 
dotes about his ungovernable temper 
incline many of his future subjects to 
the belief that he is not quite normal, 
that he will turn out to be a man with 
dangerous instincts. 

He received his education, such as it 
is, in the pages’ school of the Russian 
court, a nest of low vice and intrigue. 
At that time his father had no pros- 
pect for the Servian crown and George 
was not particularly flattered, but as 
soon as he became a Crown Prince he 
was at once surrounded by a troop of 
servile persons who ministered to his 
every vice. 

Has High Opinion of Self. 

His opinion of his own importance had 
an illustration the other day. On horse- 
back he purposely let fall his whip in 
order that an aristocratic young officer, 
against whom he had a grudge, should 
be obliged to pick it up. 

“Quicker, you son of a peasant!’’ he 
shouted to accelerate the officer’s move- 
ments. 

Prince George has beaten every one 
of his adjutants. However, he has a 
number of admirers who say that his 
shortcomings are only the faults of 
youth. He certainly is physically brave. 
sacen uy, at the State cattle breeding 
establishment, he flung himself on the 
back of a fierce bull which was the ter- 
ror of the place and rode around a field 
in this perilous position. 

Shortly before Easter as he was sail- 
ing his motor boat on the Danube the 
boat sprang a leak. George flung him- 
self into the icy stream and swam 
afhore to get help for the engineer. 

Other Feats of Bravery. 

On another occasion he ran his boat 
too near the Hungarian shore of the 
Danube.

OMAHA, Neb., Aug. 3.—‘‘What’s the 
matter mith the Western farmer?” This 
question has been asked many times in 

- pecent years by puzzled persons who ob- 
gerve that, notwithstanding bountiful 
crops and a full tide of “prosperity,” 
the farmers of the Western prairies are 
as deeply in debt as ever. 

That fact appears plainly enough up- 
on the records. It is directly contrary 


to the impression made by the report 
gent broadcast two or three years ago, 
to the effect that the grain-growers and 
tock-grazers of the trans-Missouri coun- 
try had canceled every money obliga- 
tion, and that the prairie banks were fat 
with the accumulated savings of these 
one-time poverty-stricken workers. 

According to that report, the farm 
mortgage had gone out of fashion alto- 
gether. Those who believed this state- 
ment are not a little perplexed over 
the later publication of farm mortgage 
figures, which show an increase rather 
than a decrease in this form of indebt- 
edness. This management of his affairs 
must be seriously at fault. 

Explanations Fall Short, 

Many explanations have been attempt- 
ed; but none of these has been full and 
fair. None has drawn the proper dis- 
tinction between the old conditions and 
tie new. 

The truth Is that during the last ten 
years these farmers of the farther 
prairies have prospered mightily. The 
old debt—the debt incurred in _ the 
“boom’’ times prior to 1890—has long 
since been wiped away; and a few 
years ago there was in fact a large ac- 
cumulation of farmers’ money in the 
prairie banks, lying fdle for want of 
opportunities for investment. Yet to- 
day that surplus has largely been used 
and there is a-continuing demand for 
outside loans upon farm mortgage se- 
curity. 

Most of the attempted explanations 
have taken these facts and twisted them 
out of their true meaning. It has been re 
presented that the farmers, after their 
long years of hardship, have had their 
heads turned by the later period of 
plenty; that they are adopting new and 
more costly standards of living; that 
they and their families are ‘‘plunging’’ 
and living beyond their means, and that 
they are forced to borrow anew in or- 
der to keep up appearances. 

That is not true. There may be a few

“We waited in a cottage around a 
samovar, and with much curiosity fol- 
lowed their movements from the win- 
dows.

Then two moujiks, formerly in the ar- 
tillery, mounted the leaders, and we 
were carried at a brisk trot for a jong 
distance, the postilions using their 
nagaikas and the whole population wit- 
nessing our triumphal progress. 

“It seemed as though the machine 
would be got out of the morass without 
any disquieting incident, when sudden- 
ly we saw it sinking, the wheels being 
nearly buried. Vainly the horses, beat- 
en and urged along py shouts, dug 
their hoofs into the soft earth and 
strained every muscle. The car was 
stuck fast. After many useless efforts 
levers were brought into play. When 
these proved of no avail more ropes 
were fetched and 30 or more men pulled 
with a will while others pushed from be- 
hind. In this manner the car was ex- 
tricated and dragged beyond the limits 
of the village, where we resumed our 
journey, though still under difficulties. 

“Two hours after our adventure at 
Khaldeyeva we came in sight of the 
golden cupolas of Tomak. The Gover- 
nor, Gen. de Nolekens, anxious about 





our nonarrival, had sent out the pris- 
taff in a troika. He had left at 2 o’clock 
in the morning and met us while we 
were struggling with the mud at Khal- 
deyeva. The chief of police had also 
sent out mounted men to find us, ru- 
mors that we had been atttucked by bri- 
gands had been circulated in Tomsk. On 
reaching the city we were met by the 
chief of police himself, surrounded by 
officers. 

“‘We were taken straight away to the 
Governor, who wanted to see us im- 
mediately, and who gave us a most cor- 
dial reception in his palace. 

“Tomsk, perhaps by contrast with the 
taiga, seems to be a wonderfully grand 
place. What a pity this industrious 
town, the moral capitar of Siberia, pos- 
sesses streets like those of Khalde- 
yeva, where we so frequently risked 
disaster. The Governor assured us that 
there were even worse roads ahead of 
us. 

Auto Stuck in a Morass. 


“And what the Governor said we 
found to be true. Now we are tied up 
in a woods, 50 versts from Tomsk, 
where the automobile foundered with 
its back wheels in the mud. This in- 
formation I am sending by messenger, 
who is going back to Tomsk. When we 
shall succeed in freeing the machine, 
which does not seem to be damaged, 
I do not know. The work is long and 
delicate, but we shourd not be discour- 
aged, because this ts the eighth time 
that we have foundered in the last 
two days. However, I must confess 
that for the first time a vague’ shadow 
of doubt is clouding our hopes of vic- 


tory. 

Hitherto we have cherished the illu- 
sion that every difficulty, every danger 
was to be the last. We thought we had 
commenced with the worst, and it 
seemed as we went forward that every- 
thing was coming more easy. But, on 
the contrary, we percelve that the ob- 
stacles increase. Never have we en- 
countered worse roads, and we are now 

ersuaded that we must fight our way 
or thousands of miles. Already we 
can no longer maintain a miserable 120 
miles a day, as~we are condemned to 18 
hours’ hard labor daily. We continue 
to make every effort, but is it possible 
that the automobile, strong as it is, can 
withstand strains for which it was not 
built? As for ourselves, we watch its 
working with fear, not unmingled with

Forty-two indictments were returned 
by the grand jury, which adjourned to- 
day. Many were on gambling charges, 
while others were against proprietors of 
saloons who conducted business on Sun- 
day that many legislators’ thirsts might 
be quenched. 

The report ef the Grand Jury has cre- 
ated. great excitement in the capital, 
more so from the fact that very few of 
the indictments have been made public. 
The fact that Jefferson City is not ac- 
customed to reform waves has caused 
the city toe pay particular attention to 
this wer

Presscuttag Attorney ‘Slate Powe no 
members ef the Legislature were indict- 
ed, and that no indictments were found 
against any players. 

It was well known that several dice 
and poker games were run wide open in 
Jefferson Citg@ during beth the regular 
and extra si ns of the Legislature. 
They were patronized by many members 
of the Senate and House, as well as 
many men prominent in society affairs 
at the State capital. 

The grand jury was in session a week 
and a large number of witnesses were 
examined. The list included many 
yeung men of prominence in Jefferson 
City and they, as well as many who 
were not witnesses, have been in great 
suspense for fear indictments would be 
returned against them for ggmbling. 
Prosecuting Attorney Slate said tonight: 

“I did not believe the purpose of the 
faw would be subserved by causing in- 
dictments to be returned against mem- 
bers ef the Legislature, many of whom 
are prominent throughout the State, as 
well as in their own communities. 
Neither did I believe it could be right 
to bring disgrace upon young men who 
stand well here in Jefferson City. 

Keepers to Be Punished. 

“I wag of the opinion in beginning the 
investigations that the keepers of the 
resorts and those who rented their 
premises for the purpose of gambling 
@hould be punished and I shall prose- 
cute them with all the power of my 
office. 

“fT did not have any members of either 
house here as witnesses, though I could 
have summoned many. I was able, how- 
ever, to get all the testimony I needed 
without troubling them to come here. 

“fT have every reason to believe I shall 
get convictions on the indictments re- 
turned.” 

Very few names of those indicted have 
been made public. Probably the most

By courage and main strength a 
woman nurse in the City Hospital over- 
powered an insane negro patient and 
saved his life by preventing him from 
leaping out of a window last night. 
For 10 minutes the woman struggled 
with the negro. Several times he al- 
most strangled her. 

Spencer Johnson is a gigantic negro 
who lives at 2211 Morgan street. He went 
to the City Hospital July 27 to be treat- 
ed for a weak heart. Three days ago 
he showed signs of insanity. He 
knocked down another negro patient. 

The negro waa allowed to get up and 
walk up and down the ward for ex- 
ercise last night. A convalescent negro 
patient held to one end of the strap 
that bound the madman’s wrists. 

Negro Gets Away, 

Suddenly the insane negro jerked 
away from his guard, ran out into the 
corridor and ran to a bed beneath a 
window. He leaped upon the bed and 
began to butt at th» 
with his head. 

At that moment Miss Dorothy Mink, 
the nurse, who is 6 feet 4 inches tall 


and of athletic build, saw him. She 
jumped upon the bed and grasped the 
waistband of the man’s trousers with 
both hands just as the upper part of 
his body was through the screen and 
he was about to fall. 

In a Hand Fight. 

Then followed a desperate fight™ the 
negro tugging to get away and out 
the window, the woman nurse pulling 
backward, with both feet braced against 
the -wall. 

Slowly the woman pulled the negro 
back from the window. And then he 
turned upon her and, with both hands 
clutching at her throat, he tried to 
strangle her. She fought him off, but yet 
clung to him. A desk, a table and a 
chair were overturned in the struggle, 
and they were wrestling yet when Dr. 
D. C. Ragland came running up and 
grasped the negro my the throat. The 
negro broke away, grabbed a chair and 
swung it around his head, intending 
to brain the doctor. As the chair swung 
at him, he dodged, caught the negro 
around the legs, jerked them from 
under him and, as the negro fell, the 
doctor sprang upon him and held him 
to the floor.

ents, the 7-year-old daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Henry Clements, by Jack Gillett, 
2 years old, caused much excitement in 


this city last night. Gillett has a young 
wife and baby. He drives a delivery 
wagon for a local grocery firm. 

The crime was committed in the 
woods east of town about 6 o’clock 
W. C. Clements, uncle of the-child, the 
man who owns the land where the girl 
was attacked, was hunting berries and 
heard the little one’s cries. He hastened 
to her aid. When the girl was released 
she ran home, a distance of two miles. 

He attempted to hold Gillett, but was 
unable to do so. Gillett ran to his wagon 
and drove hastily to town. After draw- 
ing part of his salary at the store, he 
left. He was captured on a train at 
Trenton, Mo., and lodged in jail. 

The news quickly spread. The Sheriff 
learned that Gillet had left town. Prose- 
cuting Attorney B. F. Kesterson offered 
a reward of $25 for his arrest and in the 
night a telephone message from Trenton 
stated that Gillett had been captured 
there on a train. 

Deputy Sheriff Prichard went after 
him and returned with his prisoner to- 


day. Quite a number were at the depot: 


when the train arrived, but no demon- 
stration was made. Gillett was lodged 
in jail. 

The child is in a serious condition, 
but the physicians state she will recov- 
er. She says she was walking on West 
Main street when Gillett came along 
with his wagon. He asked her to get 
in and ride, and after some persuasion 
she did so. 

H@ whipped his team and, taking back 
streets, drove through town, going to 
the timber tract on the other side. There 
the deed was accomplished. 

The child asserts that Gillett held his 
hand over her mouth to keep her from 
making a noise and that he threatened 
her life if she told. 

Gillett has heretofore borne a good 
reputation. He has been married little 
more than a year. It is said that he 
has mental trouble. 

While there is considerable feeling 
ever the matter, there seems no danger 
of mob violence. Prosecutor Kesterson 
promises a speedy trial.

IS MYSTERY TO MAKERS 





Inventor Takes Factory Job at $13.50 a Week, 
to Supervise Work on Machine He Paid 
Employers $6150 to Build.

Although earning only $13.50 a week 
timing motors at the St. Louis Car Co.’s 


automobile factory, Second street and 
Talcott avenue, Charles Mantzner has 
paid his employers $6150 for constructing 
a freak automobile of his own design, 
the prospective use of which he refuses 
to reveal. 

There is no automobile like it in St. 
Louis. General Manager Walter S. Mill- 
er of the factory which built it declares 
there is no vehicle like it in the world. } 

But Miller cannot find out why Mantz- 
ner caused it to be built. Neither can 
George Kobusch, president of the St. 
Louis Car Co. Nor can any of Mantz- 
ner’s fellow employes. 

Mantzner smiles grimly when they 
ask him what he is going to do: with it 
and tells them they will find out when 
he is sure it can do what he wants it 
to do. 

In a burst of confidence one day re- 
cently he told Mr. Miller he intended 
to use it “‘neither for business or pleas- 
ure.’’ That only deepened the mystery 
and the officials and workmen about the 
factory say that if Mantzner isn’t going 
to use it for religious or warlike pur- 
poses, they can think of no occupation 
that will come within his own descrip- 
tion of his invention. 

Mantzner’s fellow employes call him 
“The Sphinx.” The appeilation seems 
peculiarly appropriate to strangers who 
call at the automobile works, view the 
machine, hear Manager Miller’s story 
of its construction and talk to Martzner. 

If a stranger were asked for an off- 
hand, hurry-up description of Mantz- 
ner’s vehicle he would say it looked 
like a steel houseboat on an automobile 
base. The base is like that of any 
ordinary automobile, except that it is 
miuch heavier. It is the body of the 
machine that is freakish. 

Mr. Miller says it is the biggest auto- 
mobile body ever made for a high-speed 
ear. It is ll feet long and nearly six 
feet wide and six feet high. 

The Mantzner car is painted maroon, 
striped with black. The interior is emp- 
ty and unfurnished, with the exception 
of a small front seat for the driver. It 
is stoutly roofed and looks like a huge 
box. If Mantzner intended to traverse 
the wildest Indian trail he could not 
have made his car more bullet-proof. 
Bullt entirely of steel, he has folding 
steel shutters to cover every window in

the machine. 

Miller suggested none of the ideas for 
the car. 
Miller carried out his design. 

Mantzner is a farmer. He says he 
spent his time on farms in Illinois and 
Nebraska before coming to St. Louis. 
Office employes of Mr. Miller say 
Mantzner was dressed like a man that 
had been running a thrashing machine 
when he appeared at the factory. 

Thought Him Insane. 


Mr. Miller Mantzner was 
nursing a harmless delusion which 
would vanish when he learned that 
autos are really expensive luxuries. So 
the manager told him to think it over 
and call again. Mantzner took Miller 
at his word and went back. He ex- 
plained the freak machine he wanted. 
Miller smiled at him pityingly and said 
he would send a salesman over. A week 
later Mantzner came back and protest- 
ed that the salesman had not called. 
That was Mr. Miller’s busy day. He 
had eaten the wrong kind of breakfast 
food that morning and was not feeling 
just right, anyhow. The appearance of 
Mantzner was not as pleasing as it 
would have been ordinarily. 

“Now, see here, eld fellow,” Miller said 
with some emphasis, “my time is val-

He was jostled 
against the wheels and his neck broken. 

For six blocks the unconscious man 
was dragged, his companion in the cart 
vainly trying to stop the maddened ani- 
mal.

‘“BHvidence taken at the investigation 
shows that members of the Karisas City 
police department recelved extra com- 
pensation in damage cases when they 
testified on the side of the Metropolitan 
Co.,’’ said Governor Folk. 

‘Naturally this additional pay attract- 
ed favorable testimony for the defendant 
Litigants were treated most 

Policemen not only volun- 
teered to go on the witness stand for 
the Metropolitan company, but they dis- 
credited in some instances the unfor- 
tunates who had: been injured by the 
company’s cars. 

“These conditions more than the al- 


liance of certain members of the police 
and detective departments with thieves 
called for drastic remedy on the. part 
of the Board of Police Commissioners. 

“After careful deliberation, I conclud- 
ed that Mr. Rozzelle and Chief Hayes 
were not in sympathy with the work of 
reforming the department along anti- 
corporation and anti-political lines.

Judge. Landis’ Decision. 

The decision in part follows: 

“The defendant claims that the evi-, 
G@ence fails to sustain the charge in 
the indictment that the Alton com- 
pany .was engaged in the transporta- 
tion of property from Chappell to St. 
Louis, and that it had published and 
filed tariff schedules showing the rate 
in force between said points to be 19% 
cents. The~Alton company published 
and filed Tariff 24, showing a rate of 18 
cents from Chappell to East St. Louis. 

“The evidence also shows that the 
Alton company procured copies of the 
tariff schedules of the St. Louis termi- 
nal companies, showing the rate to be 
1% cents from East St. Louis to St. 
Louis, and filed the schedule in its own 
mame with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, distributing the same 
copies to its freight agencies, where 
they were kept for the use of the gen- 
7 shipping public. 

‘Having thus published and filed the 
rate covering the entire route, and hav- 
fine actually seen to it that the prop- 
erty reached its St. Louis destina- 
tion, as its general charter powers au- 
thorized it to do, and as the defend- 
ant looked to it to do, and paid it for 
doing, the Court is of the opinion that 
the evidence clearly shows the Alton 
company was possessed of 4 railroad 
route from Chappell to St. Louis over 
which it had established a rate for 
the transportation of oil as required 
by law. 

“If a carrier enters the ficild for 
traffic destined to points beyond its 
Hine, and shipper turns this property 
so destined over to it, such transpor- 
tation it» as clearly subject to require- 
ments of the interstate commerce law 
as would be the case if the carrier 
owned and operated the line through 


to destination. 


MOTIVE NOT MATERIAL; 
GUILT THE QUESTION 


“The defendant offered certain tariff 
schedules as tending to show that dur- 
ing the period covered by the indict- 
ment there was in force by the Chicago 
& Eastern Illinois Railroad from Whit- 
ing to Past St. Louis a rate on oil of 
6% cents, which, it was claimed, owing 
to certain terminal charges at East St. 
Louls, to which the Alton traffic was 
subjected, was equal to the 6-cent rate 
via the latter route. This evidence was 
offered to establish an absence of mo- 
tive on the part of the defendant to ac- 
cept an unlawful rate from the Alton, 
but was excluded by the Court, as 
not being admissible on the question of 
the defendant’s guilt or innocence in 
accepting the unlawful rate from the 
Alton company, the Court ¢nnouncing 
that if it should subsequently appear 
that there was in force such open, pub- 
lished, filed rate via the Chicago & East- 
ern Illinois Raliiroad available to the 
general public, that fact\would be con- 
gidered by the court in mftigation of the 
punishment. 

Motive is not material in a case 
where the proof is clear that it was 
the defendant who committed § the 
crime.. Motive may be inquired into 
when necessary to determine the ult- 
fmate fact, when in dispute as to who 
committed the crime. (See Schmidt 
vs. U. S. 133 Fed. 263). 


COURT NOT IMPRESSED 
BY TRUST’S HARDSHIPS 


* “The Court is not impressed by the 
Goleful predictions of counsel for the 
@efendant as to the hardships upon the 
honest shipping public to be antici- 
pated from the enforcement of this rule. 
The honest man who tenders a cOmmodi- 
ty for transportation by a railway com- 
pany will not be fraudulently misled by 
that company into allowing it to haul 
his property for less than the law au- 
thorizes it to collect. 

“For the carrier thus to deéeive the 
shipper would be to deliberately incrim- 
“inate itself, to its own pecuniary detri- 
“ment, which it may safely be trusted 
not to do. 

“The only man liable to get into trou- 
ble is he who, being in control of the

“The defendant argues that the lkins 
Ylaw authorizes the prosecution for but 
one offense, an@ maintains that there can 
be a conviction on but one count, citing 
decisions of courts supporting the propo- 
sition in cases arising on other statutes. 
However, in this, as in all other cases 
involving statutory construction, it is 
solely a question of legislative intent. 
The language of the law: 

“Every person or corporation who 
shall offer, grant or give or solicit, 
accept or receive any such rebates, 
concession or discrimination shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than $1000 
nor more than $20,000.” 


JURY FULLY JUSTIFIED 
IN CONVICTING TRUST 


“The proof is silent as to what number 
of cars, if more than one, constituted 
Shipments on specific orders, no evi- 
dence having been offered by either 
party on that point. Because of this the 
defendant’s counsel urged the Court to 
Brant a new trial, the claim then being 
that such a showing was a necessary 
part of the Government’s case. In the 
opinion of the Court the evidence fully 
justified the jury in finding the de- 
fendant guilty on each of the 1462 counts. 

‘Respecting the defendant’s claim that 
the representations by the Alton rate 
*lerk had misled it into the sincere be- 
lier that the Alton 6-cent rate had been 
filed with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, it is proper to recall here 
that in the opening statement of its 
case to the jury, the defendant assert- 
ed its position to be that under the stat- 
ute the rate need not be filed to make 
lawful its acceptance by a shipper. 
Thereafter, during the introduction of 
defendant’s evidence and while the 
Court was hearing argument with ref- 
erence to the admissibility of testimony 
offered by the defendant as tending to 
show that the railway rate clerk had 
represented to the defendant’s traffic 
manager that the rate had been filed 
with the commission, the Court asked 
defendant and counsel whether the traf- 
fic manager was in fact so misled. That 
gentleman being then in court, was 
called into conference by defendant’s 
counsel, at the end of which counsel 
stated to the Court the traffic manager 
‘tells me he assumed that the Alton 
company did its legal duty In that re- 
gard.’ 

“At the cunclusion of the argument 
the Court ruled that inasmuch as the 
law required the carrier to keep the 
schedule at its freight offices for pubh- 
lic inspection, and made it a misde- 
meanor for the shipper to accept a 
rate that was not thus published by 
the carrier and filed with the Inte:- 
state Commerce Commission, it was the 
defendant’s duty to make diligent en- 
deavor in good faith to ascertain at 
the carrier’s office whether the rate 
had been so filed; that the Gefendant 
was chargeable with such knowledge 
as this inquiry would have disclosed, 
and that, therefore, evidence was ad- 
missible tending to show that the de- 
fendant made the inquiry and was ml-.- 
led by the railway company into inno- 
cently believing that the rate had been 
filed, it being for the jury to deter- 
mine whether such testimony exhib- 
ited the truth of the transaction. 
“Thereupon the traffic manager was 
called to ‘the stand and testified that 
on each of the three occasions when 
he received the special billing order 
naming the 6-cent rate, he had inquired 
of the rate clerk whether the rate had 
been filed and was informed that it 
had been. It was because of these 
occurrences, some of which took place 
in the absence of the jury, that the 
Court directed the jury to subject to 
very careful scrutiny the testimony of 
the traffic manager and the rate clerk 
on this subject. If the traffic manager 


of course he did not on three occasions 
specifically ask whether it had been 
filed. 

“A jury is not required to accept an 
obviously improbable thing as truce, 
merely because in a lawsuit a witness 
may testify to its having happened. 


GUILT DETERMINED 
BY RAILWAY TARIFFS 


“In the Federal Court, on a verdict of 
guilty, itis the duty of the Court to fix 
the punishment. The defendant having 
offered certain tariff schedules on the 
trial as tending to show that during the 
period covered by the indictment there 
was available to it and the general 
shipment public via the Chicago & East- 
ern Illinois road an open, published, 
lawful rate of 6% cents from Whiting 
to East St. Louis, which rate ft was 
represented was equal to the 6-cent rate 
via the Alton road, owing to certain 
terminal charges to which traffic via 
that route was subject at East St. Louis, 
and the court being of the opinion that 
this fact, if true, should be considered 
in mitigation, although inadmissable be- 
fore the jury on the question of guilt 
or innocence, the Court, after verdict, 
directed the production of el] schedules 
bearing on the Chicago & Eastern IIli- 
nois rate. 

“From these it appeared that in Sep- 
tember, 1895, the Eastern Illinois com- 
pany,_in connection with the C., C., C. 
& St. Dy and other railways, issued and 
filed witk&,the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission joint tariff No. 7986. This was 
a class tariff, and fixed a rate of 18 
cents per hundred pounds on oll from 
Chicago to East St. Louis. On Oct. 9, 
1895, the Eastern Illinois company iesued 





and filed with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission its commodity tariff No. 
8073, fixing a rate of 6% cents per hun- 
dred pounds on ofl from Dolton, Il, to 
East St. Louis, and providing that out 
of this rate a switching charge of not 
to exceed $3 per car would be absorbed 
on shipments from Whiting, Ind., July 
1, 1908, @ days prior to the beginning 
of the period covered by the indictment 
in this case, the Eastern Illinols com- 
pany tseued its joint tariff No. 17,679. 
“This general class tariff provided that 
between Chicago suburban statiéns, tn- 
cluding Whiting, Ind., and Bast 8t. 
Louls, Il., ‘the current rates In effect 
from Chicago, lil, should apply, except 
on coal, coke, grain and grain products, 
lumber and articles oc the same 








merely assumed the rate had been filed, | 


class rates. Among the tariffs specific- 
ally named in connection with which 
this schedule was to be effective were 
tariff No. 7986, above mentioned, which 
fixed a rate of 18 cents per hundred 
pounds on oil from Chicago to East 8t. 
Louis, and tariff No. 2 hereinbefore 
referred to, to which the Eastern IIli- 
nois road was a party, which is de- 
scribed as a tariff on ‘classes and com- 
modities between Chicago and East St. | 
Louis,’ and which also showed the sta | 
on oll to be 18 cents. 

“This tariff 17,679 was distributed by 
the Eastern Illinois company to all of 
its freight agents, and filed with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. Its 
effect was to exhibit to the general 
shipping public rate of 18 cents on oil 
from Whiting to East St. Louis. It was 
not, however, included among the sched- 
ules offered in evidence by the defend- 
ant for the purpose of establishing a 
64%-cent rate on oil. 


SCHEDULES PUBLISHED 
BY EASTERN ILLINOIS 


“On July 7, 190938 (one day after this 
tariff. became effective), the Eastern 
Illinois company, apparently recogniz- 
ing the effect of this tariff was to nul- 
lify the 6%-cent rate shown by its 
schedule No. $73, effective in October, 
1895, issued what it denominated 
‘Amendment No. 1 to Tariff No. 7986,’ 
that being the Eastern Illinois class 
tariff of September, 1895, which has a 
fixed rate of 18 cents per 100 pounds 
on ofl form Chicago to East St. Louis, 
and which embraced within the gen- 
eral class tariff 17,679 above referred 
to. This amendment purported to can- 
cel the 6% cent Whiting-East St. Louis 
oil rate shown on tariff 8073, filed with 
With the Commission in October, 1895, 
and named a commodity rate on oil 
of 6% cents per 100 pounds from Chi- 
cago and Dolton Junction, Illinois, to 
East St. Louis. . 

“However, this Amendment No. 1 
was not filed with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission until March, 1906, 
one year after the expiration of the 
period covered by the indictment, and 
nearly three years after its issue. In 
view of these facts the Eastern Illinois 
situation cannot serve the purpose in 
this case of excusing, or to any ex- 
tent palliating, the defendant’s accept- 
ance of the unlawful Chicago and Al- 
ton 6-cent rate. 

EARNINGS, $200,000,000; 
DIVIDENDS 40 PER CENT 

“On the examination of the president 
and secretary of the Standard Oil Co. 
of New Jersey, it appeared that a very 
large proportion of the stock of the de- 
fendant Standard Oil Co. of Indiana was 
held by individuals for the stockholders 
of the Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey; 
that the outstanding capital stock of 
the Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey 
would approximate one hundred 
million dollars; that the annual divi- 
dends of that company during the 
three years covered by the indictment 
were approximately 40 per cent, and 
that its net earnings for the period men- 
tioned were approximately two hundred 
million dollars. 


ALL BUT FOUR SHARES 
OWNED BY THE TRUST 


‘It also appeared from a certified 
copy of a resolution of the stockhelders 
of the Standard Oll Co. of Indiana, in- 
creasing its capital stock, that of its 
— capital all but four $100 shares | 
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Were owned by what is calle@ the 
“Standard Oil Trust.”’ 

“The enforced atténdance and ' testi- 
mony of these witnesses was resisted as 
extra-judicial and unwarranted. The 
rule governing the proceeding as found 
in Bishop’s new criminal law, Volume 
1, Sections 948 and %0, is as follows:

“From the defendant’s formal refusal 
to furnish the Court with this informa- 
tion subsequently brought out in the 
hearing the Court quotes the following 
language of counsel: 

“I will not be understood as say- 
ing that upon the application for judg- 
ment upon the verdict, either party may 
not urge considerations which may be 
fairly made from the evidence intro- 
duced before the Court upon the trial. 
And it is proper for the defendant to 
present circumstances which he could 
not introduce in evidence upon the trial 
in mitigation of the penalty. The de- 
fendant here reserves its rights in that 
respect, and wherever the question is 
considered as properly arising in the 
ease, whether now, or at some later day, 
the defendant will be prepared to pre- 
sent such considerations as it may be 
advised are proper, if there is —" 
therefor.’ 

‘In view of this statement, mre at 
the conclusion of the supplementary ex- 
amination of the officers of the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. of New Jersey above re- 
ferred to, the Court offered to hear any 
evidence that might be submitted by the 
defendant as tending to show that 
neither it nor the Standard Oil Co. ef 
New Jersey had ever violated the inter- 
state commerce law before, such evi- 
dence to be considered by the. Court 
in mitigation of punishment. 


TRUST DECLINED TO 
SHOW EVIDENCE TO COURT 


“On the following Monday the de- 
fendant’s counsel presented te the Ceurt 
its formal reply, denying the propriety 
of such an inquiry and declining of its 
own motion to submit anything. From 
this document the Court quotes the fol- 
lowing: 

“‘*For this defendant now to assert 
its innocence of matters that it is not 
charged with, or attempt to show that 
it has been innocent of any wrongdoing 
in connection with matters outside of, 
this record, when there is nothing before 
the Ceurt charging it with such wrong- 
doing, would present a situation unheard 
of in Anglo-Saxon jurisprudence. This 
Court, in the absence of anything to the 
contrary, paying no attention to the, 
gossip of the street or the charges of 
the mob, and guided by the fundamen- 
tal law of the land, must certainly pre- 
sume the complete innocence of this de- 
fendant of any prior violations of the 
interstate commerce law, and fix its 
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penalty, if any, solely upon the record! 
in this case.’ 

“And again: 

“It the occasion, however, shall ever 
arise in an appropriate proceeding, 
where this defendant can, without any 
waiver of its legal rights or legal status, 
subject itself to an investigation of the 
question of its having heretofore violat- 
ed the interstate commerce law, it will 
avail itself of that opportunity and it 
will certainly appear that since the pas- 
sage of that law there has been no vio- 
lation of its provisions by either the 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey or by 
this defendant; but, on the contrary, 
it has been the fixed policy of these com- 
panies, since their organization and the 
passing of the interstate commerce 
law, to strictly observe not only the 
letter, but the spirit of all interstate 
commerce laws, and that such laws 
have, since their passage, met with the 
entire approval of the administrative 
oificers of these companies.’ 


‘*‘Waiving the question of the stud- 
fled insolence of this language, inso- 
far as it may be aimed at the present 
occupant of the bench, the Court can, 
of course, only leave to the discretion 
of the Standard Oil Co. the wisdom 
and propriety of a $100,000,00 corpor- 
ation gratituously inaugurating agi- 
tation about “the mob.”’ The point of 
this incident is that when in com- 
pliance with defendant’s previously 
expressed reservation, the Court of- 
fered to hear evidence going to the 
question of the Standard Oil Co.'s pri- 
or good behavior, an offer which was 
announced by the Court in the pres- 
ence of the president, vice-presidents 
and secretary of the Standard Oil Co. 
of New Jersey, their counsel, after 
conference, declined to present any 
witness to testify on this subject, 
choosing rather to stand upon the 
laws presumption of innocence. 


COURT DIDN’T PRESUME 
STANDARD OIL INNOCENT 


“Of course, in the trial of a defendant 
for a specific offense, this presumption 
is indulged in favor of that defendant 
as to that offense; but where, as in this 
case, the crime charged was the accep- 
tance of a preferential railroad rate, in 
violation of a law that has been on the 
books for nearly twenty years; where, 
during a period of 18 months, 1900 car- 
loads of property wera shipped at an 
unlawful rate, which amounted to but 
one-third of the rate available to the 
general shipping public; where the con- 
victed defendant’s transportation affairs 
were in the charge of an expert traffic 
official of at least ordinary intelligence 
and many years railroad traffic experi- 
ence, who was a frequent visitor at the 
general freight effice of the railway 
cempany; where the unlawful rate was 
shown only by a paper appearing on 
its face to be a special billing order, 
and which directed that settlement for 
service rendered at the rate which it 
authorized should be made through the 
railway company’s auditor’s office, in- 
stead of at the railway station or freight 
office, as is done by the general ship- 
ping public; and where the defendant 
when brought to trial persistently main- 
tains that the Constitution of the United 
States guarantees to it the right to make 
a private contract for a railroad rate, 
this court is obliged to confess that he 
is unable to indulge the presumption 
that in this case the defendant was con- 
victed of its virgin offense. 

“It is the defendant's position that its 
offense was wholly technical; that no- 








body has been injured because there was 
no other shipper of oil, and that, there- 
fore, the punishment, if any, should be 
a modest fine. This impresses the Court 
as a peculiar argument. 

It is novel indeed for a convicted 
defendant to urge the complete tri- 
umph of a dishonest course as a reas- 
on why such course should go un- 
punished. Of course there was no 
other shipper of oil, nor could there 
be so long as by a secret arrange- 
ment, the property of the Standard 
Oll Co. was hauled by railroad com- 
mon carriers for one-third of what 
anybody else would have to pay. 

It requires mo very great wisdom 
to understand that if other men of 
capital, genius and integrity should 
embark in the oil business, and pos- 
sess themselves of all the facilities 
known to the trade, the methods un- 
velled in this proceeding would force 
them out, 

The only way for them to stay in 
the oil business would be for them to 
accept the practice of this defendant, 
and procure the great public power of 
railroad companies to be secretly per- 
verted in their interest. Under no 
other) possible theory could they hope 
to survive. Nor is this the only in- 
jury. To the extent that the Stand- 
ard Otl Ce. has not paid what the 
law requires that it should pay, the 
shippers of other kinds of property 
have had to bear the burden, To the 
rate which it would be fair for the 
railway company to charge for the 
transportation of products of the 
farm and factory has been added 
what the Standard Oil Co. did not pay 
for the transportation of its prop- 
erty. 

“And herein lies not the least vici- 
ous element of such a system. In ad- 
dition to this is the question of com- 
mon honesty among men, which 
ought not to be altogether ignored in 
business even in this day. The con- 
ception of the execution of such a 
commercial policy necessarily involves 
the contamination of subordinate of- 
ficers or employes, even looking to 
the time when testimony will be re- 
quired: for the protection of the rev- 
enues of the offender from the ex- 
actions of the law for its violation. 
We might as well look at this situa- 
tion sqdarely. The men who thus de- 
liberately violate this law wound s0o- 
ciety more deeply than does he who 
counterfeits the coin or steals letters 


from the mail. 
“The prohibiting preferential railroad 


rates was passed 20 years ago. Its 
adoption was preceded by vigorous op- 
position interposed by those who had 
been the beneficiaries of the vicious 
practices its enactment was designed to 
abolish. Immediately thereafter these 
persons set about to devise means for 
its evasion. 

“The records of the courts, and of the 

Interstate Commerce Commission, 
show the employment of a large variety 
of schemes to accomplish / 
During the period since 1887; Congress 
has repeatedly endeavored to ‘effectively 
amend the law with a view to the ac- 
complishment of its great object. 

“Finally, in 1903, the Elkins law was 
passed. The Court recalls that at that 
time the earnest hope was very general- 
ly entertained that at last a means had 
been devised that would put an end to 
preferential railroad rates, and yet be- 
ginning a few months thereafter the

A thousand persons went out to the C. 
B. C. Campus yesterday afternoon to 
attend the Y. M. C. A. athletic meet 
for the benefit of the Post-Dispatch 
Pure Milk and Free Ice Fund and were 
treated to one of the most successful 
track and field meets this season. 

Carl Forline, the C. Y. M. C. A. crack 
sprinter who is built like the great 
champion sprinter of the world, Duffy, 
came so near the world's record in the 
special invitation 100-yard dash that the 
timers had a fierce debate over the time. 
Three of the watches caught the time 
better than 10 flat, and one thin second 
hand seemed nearer to the 93-5 mark 
than to the 94-5 mark.

Forline also won the 220-yard handi- 
cap. In this race the crowd in the 
grandstand had an excellent opportunity 
to observe the magnificent, graceful, 
though powerful stride of the promising 
sprinter. His time for this race was 
221-5. This is considered good for a 
220 that is not on a straightaway course. 

In the 100 yards handicap Forline got 
out of his stride when he struck an un- 
even ridge in the cinders and he didn’t 
get a place. 

Crawley Shares Honors. 

W. L. Crawley shared the honors of 
the meet with Forline, and brought the 
individual point medal! into the M. A. C. 
camp, making a double victory for the 
M. A. C. athletes, who won the team 
medal. Crawley won the high jump, 120- 
yard hurdle, and took second in pole 
vatlt. 

Crawley came to St. Louis a short 
/time ago from Leland Stanford Uni- 
versity and is looked upon as one of 
the best allround athletes in the city.

And when, after a most peculiar 
and apparently wkyard approach to 
the jumping bar~he knocked it down 
on the first try when it was at four 
feet six inches, they formed no great 
idea of his ability. 

But as the bar was moved higher 
and higher and as Nicholson each time 
got over, though it looked as if he 
did not have a half-inch to spare, they 
began to get interested. Nicholson has 
the most remarkable style yet seen in 
St. Louis and is one of the best high 
jumpers m the West. His jump is 
almost a dive and each time he goes 
over the bar he just saves himself from 
being disqualified for diving by a funny 
twist, bringing his legs over the bar 
first. He was in good shape yester- 
day afternoon and did not get a place.

Hogs Fluctuate a Little and Good

During the montn/ of July 128,000 cat- 
tle arrived, 168,300 hogs and 8,000 sheep, 
which were the largest July receipts 
in the history of the market, with the 
exception of hog receipts in 1901, when 
172,229 head arrived.

It would be rash to assume, because 
of such seeming immunity, that the 
course of events is to be clear of any 
subsequent disturbance. What is plain 
beyond dispute, is that American in- 
dustry as a whole is still on asound 
and heaithy basis, and that confi- 
dence in the country’s real prosperity 
is not shaken at the strongholds of 
production and trade. The trouble, if 
trouble there is to be, lies in the pro- 
vision for its money requirements, 
and as these difficulties originated 
largely from the excessive exploita- 
tion of credit by Wall street for its 
own peculiar purposes, so the remedy 
which has been applied, and whose ap- 
plication probably will continue, Hes 
in the holding back of the speculative 
markets from renewal of such ex- 
cesses. The question of doubt as to 
the immediate and as to the more dis- 
tant future, is how far the financia! po- 
sition pureand simple has been made 
dependent ¢n use of credit such as 
that of a year ago. To the extent 
that this is so, some reckoning must 
still be faced, and some _ readjust- 
ment its inevitable. 

Within a very few weeks, we shall 
know from the actual course of the 

markets how far this policy has re- 
moved all impending dangers from the

ARCHBISHOP FLAYS HIM 





“This Man Is a Stain on Our 
Ancient Church,” 
He Says. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—Archbishop 
Housep Saradjian, the head of the Ar- 
menian Church in this country, who 
sent a long cable dispatch to the Cath- 
olics at St. Etchmiadzien, reporting the 
circumstances of the murder of the rich 
Armenian merchant of this city by a 
political fanatic, and the arrest of the 
Armenian clergyman, Levont Martoo- 

gessian, today received this reply: 
“ST ETCHMIADZIN, Caucasus, Aug. 2. 

“Archbishop Housep Saradjian, New 
York. On your demand we have de- 
graded Martoogessian. 

“MEKERTITCH KHRIMIAN.” 

The Archbishop openly accuses Mar- 
toegessian of being at the bottom of the 
whole trouble. The priest is now in the 
Tombs, charged with attempted rob- 
bery and blackmail in connection with 
the killing of the Armenian merchant. 
This rich man had been notified to pay 
a large sum to an alleged patriotic gso- 
ciety, bent on freeing Armenia from the 
Turks. The priest was a prominent fig- 
ure In this society, which, in reality, is 
believed to have ben a hold-up gang of 
desperate thieves. Many other rich Ar- 
menians have been threatened with 
death if they did net pay big sums to 
the society. 

Formerly a Stable Boy. 

\® rtoogessian never had been in favor 
with a great majority of the American 
Armenians. He was brought up in Ho- 
ghe, a all village in Armenia. His 
father was the servant of a Turk and 
the boy worked in the stable of his 
Turkish Agha. 

American missionaries took young 
Martoogessian from his native village 
to Harpoot City, where he studied in the 
academy connected with Euphrates Col- 
lege. Martoogession came to America. 
in 1898 and for two years was pastor of 
the Previdence Armenian Protestant 
Church. Being disliked by his con- 
grtgacion, he went to Worcester, 
Mass., and became a priest of the Ar- 
menian Apostolic Church. 

The parish priests of the Armenian 
churches in America are elected every 
two years. Five years ago he was elect- 
ed for the New York Armenian Church, 
which held its services in St. Chrysos- 
tom Church, Thirty-ninth street and 
Seventh avenue. His people soon be- 
came dissatisfied with him and _ the 
Hunchakists were left alone with their 
priest. 

Archbishop Saradjian, who {s highly 
respected by the Armenians, when seen 
by a reporter for the Post-Dispatch, 
said: 

“This man {fs a stain on our rep- 
utable, venerable church. I forgive 
every one, I forgive those who have 
wronged me; but my religious duty is 
to seek vengeance on this man who 
was pledged to sacrifice himself for 
the good of hfs flock and to follow his 
ancestors who shed their blood for 
Christianity. Now he has betrayed 
his order, he has made religion only 
a shield to carry on his criminal pur- 
poses. Yes, I have asked the Catho- 
lics to unfrock him, and no doubt I 
will be able to tell you soon that he 
is no more a priest of our church.” 

The First Christian Church, 

The Armenian Apostolic Church is 
considered the first Christian Church 
founded in the world. Christianity 
was introduced in Armenia at a very 
early date. The first church his- 
torian, Eusebius, who died in 340, 
found in the library at Edessa a man- 
uscript in the Syrian language con- 
taining a very remarkable corre- 
Spondence between Christ and Ab- 
garus, the Armenian King. These are 
the words of the letter of Abgarus to 
Jesus: 

“From thy miraculous healings and 
raising of the dead, I consider that 
one of two things must be true; eli- 
ther Thou art God himself, descended 
from heaven to do such deeds, or 
Thou art the Son of God, because 
Thou performest such acts. Come, 
therefore, to me and heal me from a 
sovere sickness.”’ 

Christ answered this letter in the 
following words: 

“Abgarus, blessed art thou that 
thou didst believe in Me without sce- 
ing Me. For it is written that those 
who see Me shall not believe in Mé, 
in order that those who do not see 
Me might believe and live. In refer- 
ence to thy request that I should 
come to thee, I say that I have been 
among My own people to fulfill all 
for which I am sent. After having 
fulfilled it, I will be taken to Him 
who sent Me. But when I shall have 
been taken up, then I will send to 
thee ne of My disciples, that he 
might release thee from thy sickness 
and give life to thee and to those 
with thee. 

The Armenian historian, Moses of 
Khoren who died in 470, affirms the 
story of Eusebius that Thaddeus and 
Rartholomius came to Armenia as 
disciples and converted Armenians in- 
to Christianity.

The Missouri sailors will be compelled 
to show their mettle in handling the 
‘Huntress.’” The Federal Government 
has agreed merely to turn it over to 
them at the Philadelphia Navy Yard, 
and Commander Roberts and his staff 
must navigate it down the Atlantic and 
through the Gulf of Mexico to New Or- 
leans and thence up the Mississippi to 
this port. 


Andre Roosevelt Engineer. 

The reserves depend on their execu- 
tive officer, Commander Roberts, who 
in every day life is an official of a local 
electrical company, and upon Ensign 
Andre Roosevelt, relative of the Presi- 
dent andMow a St. Louis business man, 
who will be chief engineer of the ex- 
pedition. 

It was largely through the work of 
these two men that the reserves ob- 
tained the ‘‘Huntress.’’- The Navy De- 
partment first told them there was no 
ship at its disposal which could be float- 
ed on the Mississippi at St. Louis. But 
the local organization accepted a ship 
called the ‘‘Adams.”’ 

The ‘‘Adams’”’ draws more water than 
the Mississippi supplies, but that didn’t 
worry Roosevelt and Roberts. They ar- 
ranged with the naval reserves of New 
Jersey, which wanted a craft of the 
“‘Adams,’’ variety to trade it for the 
‘Huntress. 

The ‘‘Huntress’’ is a converted yacht, 
built originally as a pleasure boat for 
Anthony Drexel, the Philadelphia mil- 
lionaire. It was launched in 1897, but 
when the war with Spain began its own- 
er turned it over to the Government, and 
after the war it was used as a dispatch 
beat. 

Roberts and Roosevelt will take a 
crew of 40 men to Philadelphia. The 
Government has promised to transfer 
the ship to them in Philadelphia Aug. 
15, but they are allowing a few days for 
delays and expect to receive the Hunt- 
ress about Aug. 20. 

The-reserves will employ a coast pilot 
until they reach New Orleans. 

Mr. Roosevelt thinks it will require 
almost a month to bring the Huntress 
from Philadelphia to St. Louis. 

The Huntress will be used as a train- 
ing ship for the reserves and will be 
anchored near the old Waterworks 
pumping station at the foot of Ferry 
street. The reserves will use the aban- 
doned Waterworks building as an arm- 
ory. 

Cost Will Be $2500. 

The expenses of the reserves in bring- 
ing the Huntress to St. Louis, includ- 
ing the cost of feeding the crew, will be 
about $2..... An organization is now be- 
ing formed by prominent residents 
known as the Missouri Naval Reserves 
Association to furnish funds to pay for 
the voyage and to maintain the Hunt- 
ress after it arrives. Subscriptions are 
also being received from outside 
sources. 

The amateur sailors will learn the 
rigors of life in the navy on their voy- 
age. They will rise at 5:30 a. m. each 
day, stow away their hammocks, clean 
their clothes and brighten up the ship 
before breakfast, at 7:30.

Sales are made even in india, China, 
Hrance, England, Russia. Indeed, the 
iwafl order house reaches out to the four 
quarters of the globe for its ~ustor.. 

And they will accept an order for 
anything that can be shipped; for al- 
most anything but real estate. If you 
Want an elephant, you can buy ene 
from a mail orde: house. If you went 
all the material for a dwelling. to- 
gether with furniture to put in it, you 
cen buy it from a meil order jouse. 

This »vusiness has been moving v ith 
leaps and bounds, and the local mer- 
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chant, looking on agaast. 
“What is to become of m-?”" 

And the Home Trade Learue, from its 
offices in Chicago, fires a shot in an- 
ewer to the volley of mail order cata- 
logues. That shot is a ciroular 2d- 
Oressed to the distressed merchant. It 
brings him @ resonant message: “We 
must fight.” 

The object and purpose of the Home 
trade League, as stated in its consti- 
tution, is: 

“The chief purpose of the Home Trade 
League is to combat the mail order 
system in ajl its pheses, bolieving that 
its tendency is to the concentration of 
trade in the hands of few individuals, 
wr at most a few cities. Now, therefore, 
to the end thac we may heir rostore the 
merchandising trade of the nation to 
ite natural, normal condition, the mem- 
bers of the Home Trade League pledge 
themselves to have no business with the 
retail catalogue house or any jobber or 
manufacturer who continues to sel! to 
them.

consequently, competition with them is difficult They _ 
have contracts with manufacturers, and, where necessary, with 
jobbers that enable them to buy at much lower figures than 
anybody else can, because of the stupendous size of their pur- 


In addition to these contractual advantages, the mail order 
houses have practically unlimited capital which enables them to 
go into the market immediately and buy largely of any articles 
the price of which happens to slump. If wire nails go down in 
price, the mail order houses may buy enormous quantities of 
nails. If pins become cheap, they buy pins. When the price 
of cotton goods goes down, they buy cotton goods. 

This svstem, it is claimed, often enables them to sell to the 
consumer at a smaller price than the local retatl merchant can 


in the United States can buy 
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most weighty arguments that can be 
advanced from the league’s viewpoint. 

In the fourth place, “persona! work.” 
That is, each merchant will appoint 
himself a committee of one to tel) the 
farmer he is not only deficient in loca! 
pride and patriotism, but is endanger- 
ing 4he very business life of his com- 
munity and his neighboring town by 
dealing with the mail order houses. At- 
temps will be made to show him, also, 
that the jocal de:.-r can, in reality, sell 
to him just as cheap as the mail order 
house. 

In the lumber regions of Minnesota 
another kind of warfare is being carried 
on against the mail order business. 
There are concerns in Chicago which 
make a specialty of shipping lumber in 
response to mail orders. These houses 
publish expensive catalogues, many of 
which cost $1 aplece, ;ad other high- 
priced advertising literature. 

It is said that in Minnessta the lum- 
bermen have banded together to send 
in several orders for catalogues and 
samples weekly for the purpose of add- 
ing to the expenses of the mail order 
people and, if possible, forcing them to 


the wall. This wis accomplished in one 
instance. | 

The matl order people have cum- 
plained to the United Stataes District 
Attorney at St. Paul, and Paul OE. 
Ewert, Assistant District Attorney, has 
been instructed to prosecute the lum- 
bermen on a charge of a conspiracy in 
restraint of trade and competition. 


It is echarged that “a little biack 
book,’ containing the names of biack- 
listed persons and firmse—that is, per- 
sons who trade with the mail order 
houses—has been circulated by the lum- 
hermen. 

These prosecutions will be watc'ed 
with eagerness by everyone iaterested, 
favorably or unfavorably, In the mall 
order war. But the methods accredited 
to the Mirnesota lumbermen are not 
indorsed and will not be adapted by the 
liome Trade League, according to Al- 
fred C. Clark, manager of the leagie.

HPROINE of the jungie, with «a 
reputation of being the only 
white woman that ever hunted 
and slew the wiid elephant and the dan- 
®erous rhinoceros and buffalo of Africa 
in their native fastnesses, is Mrs. Car! 
E. Akeley, wife of the head taxidermist 
of the Field Columbian Museum, Chi- 


ago. As one trophy of her aim there 


stands in the museum today the mount- 
ed hide of the largest elephant ever 
killed by an American, a Beast that was 
bigger than RBarnum's famous Jumbo. 
Grouped around this are several Hons 
and leopards, a rhinoctros with rip- 
ping horn, strange looking antelope, buf- 
faloes and any number of queer but less- 
er denizens of the jungie, all shot by 
this intrepid woman during a recent 
trip of fitteen months in the wikiest re- 


gions of Africa. 


Mrs. Akeley went to Africa with her 


Gere for exhibition in the museum. She 
Passed a great part of the time on foot 
and alone with a troop_of almost unciad 
Z soldiers and servants, threading 


| her way through dark forests having an 


@ single scratch. 
herrowing adventures 
record for women hunters

hitherto unscaled by a white man, were 


also obtained. 

Mr. and Mrs. Akeley brought back 
knowledge that upsets many theories 
previously held regarding the noble wild 
game. Mr. Akeley found that the gi- 
raffe, of which he shot several, exists 
in larger numbers than ever before «und 
is not likely to become exinct for years, 
perhaps centuries. Elephant herds and 
buffalo droves are growing larger an- 
nually. The hippopotamus, ponderoué be- 
hemoth of Biblical days, still wallows in 
the rivers, and has more oomrades of his 
kind that in the time of Moses. 

Perhaps the strangest fact of all and 
wholly contrary to popular and s¢ientific 
belief, Mr. Akeley discovered that the 
untamable lion of the } ‘gle does not 
compare in beauty and st® sgth with his 
flerce visaged mate in captivity. The 
magnificent, high-headed, long-maned 
lion bred in the menagerie or zoo of 
America is much larger and more hand- 
some than any to be found in his native 
heath. 

“There are few wild lions in captivity 
now, said Mr. Akeley recently, as he 
wheeled a mounted bush pig slain by 
Mra. Akeley into its position in the 
museum. ‘Those in some of the menag- 
eries are splendid-looking fellows and 
perhaps it would not be safe to put your 
head in their mouths. But as a matter 
of fact they are altogether too hand- 
some and imposing for forest lions. You 
don’t see those magnificent manes in the 
African jungie."’ 


A Fericious Quartette. 

In the collection whieh Mr. Akeiey 
brought back were the skins and skele- 
tons of big wild lions, several of them 
killed by Mrs. Akeley. Man-eating crock- 
odiles and rare birds were also secured. 
Another point on which Mr, Akeley’s ex- 
perience developed a difference with 
established beliefs is that the wild beests 
of Africa do not attack man unless they 
are themselves first attacked. 

“There are at least four animals in 
Africa that will attack with absolutely 
no provocation.”” said Mr. Akeley. “un- 
less the sight of « tuman being be 
considered a provocation. It is not true 
that they are harmiess until goaded 
to fight. Those animals are the ele- 
phant, tion, rhinoceros and buffalo. Of 
these the buffalo fs the most dangerous. 
All four of these animals are tremen- 
dously powerful, and the hunter risks 
his life when he goes efter them. [| saw 
a man gored to death by ene of the 
Cape buffalo when there was not the 
least provocation, This beast always 
turns on the hunter. 

“The leopard is treacherous, but not 
a0 powerful as these four I have men- 
tioned.

In view of such circumstances, that 
the game she hunted was liable to ap- 
pear at any moment and charge her 
with tremendous horns or huge, flesh- 
tearing teeth and claws, Mrs. Akeley’'s 
friends consider thac her exploits were 
not only wonderful t.ut- miraculous. 
®Both Mr. and Mrs. Akeley are living 
proof that there is nothing in the super- 
stition hanging around the number 13%. 
It was Aug. 13, 1905, that they started 
from Chicago on their perilous mission 
at the head of a purely scientific ex- 
pedition. They gave no thought to the 
romance or sport of the trip. but 
planned solely how they might se¢ure 
the greatest results for the museum 
founded from exhibits shown at the Uo- 
lumbia World's Fair and enlarged and. 
endowed with $10,000800 by Marshall 
Field. Scientists now prunounce the 
colleetion they secured tiie most com- 
plete and valuable of the kind in the 
world. 

Previous te their Geparture from Chi- 
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cago Mr. and Mrs, Akeley secured from 
the British Government both protection 
and permission to hr-t in the land 
where they hoped to obtain game. They 
landed Oct. 8 19%, at Mombasa, on the 
east coast of Africa. There they formed 
thelr exploring party. The only other 
white persons in the party were Vernor 
Shaw Kennedy and Edward Heller, also 
of the museum staff. The rest of the 
party consisted of # natives, gun. bear- 
ers, servants and soldiers of King Ed- 
ward, for they were to hunt in British 
Fast Africa. This native foree was sub- 
sequently increased to 235 men. 

Using the Uganda Rallway, which runs 
from Mombasa to [ake Victoria Nyan- 
za. the Akeley party journeyed inland 
to Nairobi, about half way to the lake, 
With Nairobi as headquarters, the party 
formed iteelf into a caravan and started 
to penetrate the wilderness, 

At firat the Akeleys rode on horseback, 
but before many miles had been trav- 
ersed the jungle proved unconquerable 


by horses and the explorers proceeded 
on foot, the natives carrying their guns 
and camping utensils. A carrying ham- 
mock in which it was expected Mrs. 
Ackeley would be borne by natives, was 
taken along, but no use for it was found. 

Mrs. Akeley tramped beside her hus- 
band when she was hunting with him 
and beside a black British soldier when 
she was hunting alone, enjoving the trip 
so much that although she nad expected 
to remain with the party only a few 
weeks at most, she did not leave the 
jungle till her husband returned home 
after 15 months ef hunting and explora- 
tion. 

One of the most surprising things the 
Akeleys discovered was that heavy 
clothing, at least for white men, is a 
necessity in a country lying almost on 
the equator and popularly supposed to 
be eternally hot. 

“It is cold enough in some of those 
regions,’ said Mr. Akely. “The alti- 
tudes are high. In the Abadair range, 
where we did most of our elephant 
shooting, it is from 7000 to 9000 feet 
above the sea level and we had frost 
every night. 

“It is not that the elephant is found 
cnly in these high altitudes, where it is 
cool. It merely happened to be our ex- 
perience to be more successful] there 
than elsewhere. We were glad enough 
of it, for elephant hunting is warm 
work, though tt is splendid sport. In 
fact it is the only hunting I consider 
real, downright sport. 


Battles With Elephants, 


“In many ways the elephant is a 
pretty good match for man and when 
vou land a fine bull you have accom- 
plished something. There is intense in- 
terest in following the spoor day after 
day. Often after following the spoor 
long and patiently. you come upon one 
of the herd. You have a splendid shot. 
But it is useless, for the animal is a fe- 
male or a voung bull whose tusks are 
of little value. Thus chance after chance 
is allowed to go by and still the long- 
looked-for old bull, the animal with 
great tusks, isn't discovered. Finally 
the old bull does appear and then 
comes the hunter’s real sport and his 
reward if he is game. 

» “The hunter must be a crack snot and 
have a powerful rifle. He must also be 
a man of resources, for if he fails to 
give a fatal wound at the first fire he 
is likely to have trouble. A wound: d 
bull elephant is exceedingly dangerous. 
His roaring fairly seems to make the 
earth tremble, and, as he threshes 
around in the Jungle, charging this way 
or that and exhibiting especial madness 
when he spies a human being. heapre- 
sents & spectacle that is calculated to 
strike terror to the bravest heart. To 
inflict a second or fatal wound on such 
a beast requires all the courage and 
skill of which man is capable. 

“These old bulls, so much sought after. 
are in reality pretty scarce. You prob- 
ably won't run across one where you 
meet twenty that are comparatively 
Valueless. Every herd does not éontain 
one of them. On the other hand you 
may strike a herd that contains three 
or four fine old fellows. 

“Natives are not allowed to k‘ll ele- 
Phants at all. and white hunters are 
limited te two each. We secured spec al 
Permission, however, and were very 
fortunate in obtaining five fine speci- 
mena, Two very fine old bulls we 
brought home complete, but only the 
tusks and skins of the rest. These 
Were all snot in the neighborhood of 
Mount Kenya. It fs a wild country, 
and, being considered gangerous, has 


not been opened to hunters.’’ 

A rhine wounded by Mrs. Akeley 
charged her, and at that moment her 
life djd riot seem Worth t..e snap of a 
finger. On the frenzied beast came, bel- 
lowing with fury. But he didn't count 
on the presence of Mr. Akeley, who 
brought him to earth with a shot from 
his larger rifle, ef .450 caliber. In that 
brief instant there developed a romance 
as well as a tragedy of the jungle, a 
husband becoming his wife's life saver. 


Alene With Savages. 


Several times during the trip Mrs. 
Akeley was alone with the natives for 
a week at a time. These occasions 
brought out the characteristics of the 
blacks. Not once was this lone wom- 
an, thousands of miles away in the 
heart of the wilderness, shown the least 
disrespect, and at no time did sie feel 
in danger. Mr. and Mrs. Akeley visited 
many tribes that had never seen a 
white woman. To these Mrs. Akeley 
was an Object for veneration, as wel! as 
curiosity. 

“The natives as a rule Wave no re- 
spect for their women,” said Mr. Ake- 
ley, “but they have heen taught to have 
reverence for white men. When they 
saw the deference shown by the*white 
men to a white woman they looked 
upon her as a very superior being and 
almost deified her. 

“In visiting these savage tribes no 
stranger ever sees their women until he 
has gained their confidence. We visit- 
ed one tribe of famous warriors and a 
white settles who lived near them said 
he had never seen one of their women. 
They regarded Mrs. Akeley's presence 
as evidence that we had confidence 
in them and thev showed us every 
courtesy, their women exchanging pres- 
ents with Mrs. Akeley. 

“IT do not deny, however. that there 
were many nights when I was nervous 
about her. Lying there in the jungle 
and knowing that I was none tuo safe 
myself, I would think of her until I 
fell asleep. When we would meet I 
would find that her every order had 
been obeyed to the letter and that she 
had been as safe as if in her own 
home. 

In advance of her journey to the 
wilderness Mrs. Akeley had equipped 
herself with regulation hunting cos- 
turnes for women, these being a sort of 
bloomer sults. For a hat she wore 
headgear similar to that adopted by 
Englishmen in tropical wilds, having a 
double visor and designed to keep the 
heat of the blistering sun off ner head. 

The natives she met needed neither 
milliners nor dressmakers, for all they 
wore, even in the cool regions of high 
altitude, were loin-cloths. Oceasionaliv 
in the coolest sections the natives wore 
loose mantles made of woolless sheep- 
skin or goatskin, but nearly every- 
where and always the great majority 
of them appeared almost entirely in 
nature's garb. ; 

The rifles suppiled the camp with the 
choicest of wild game. If antelope were 
scarce and antelope steak could not be 
had for the time, elephant steak took 
ite place, or the scientists regaied 
themselves on rhinoceros meat. What- 
ever it was, the larder never lacked for 
juiey game, either beast or bird, and 
the natives supplied whatever the par- 
ty needed, though to vary the monotony 
canned provisions taken from home 
were occasionaliy resorted te. 

Most of the hunting was done within 
ten miles of the Equator. Scorching 
suns blazed down on the hunters. Ter- 
rentia!l raina occasionally drenched them 
to the skin. Pelsenous vapors arose 
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is a heavy fine for killing a female ele- 


phant. 


The same protection is given 


to the rhinoceros, but with the settle a 
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around them frem te marshes. Ven- 
omous snakes wriggied at their feet. The 
deadly Tsetse fly buzged around them. 
ut, strange as it may seem, the white 
explorers escaped both sickness and in- 
jury. They had neither malaria nor 
Tsetse fly fever. Neither was one of 
them so much as stung by a poisonous 
reptile or insect. 

“We were in the fever country a good 
purt of the time,” safd Mr. Akeley. “but 
we did not suffer from fever while we 
were gone. We took some quinine, but 
neo more than we take ordinarily at 
home.” 


Roosevelt Ought to Go. 


The collection of specimens, ail of 
whieh were secured within a radius of 
1) miles, which was brought home by 
Mr. Akeley includes everything, as he 
says, from a rat to an elephani. Of the 
i236 species of antelope Mr. Akeley found 
ir Africa, he brought home ® different 
species. 

Besides the five elephants he obtained 
eight Hons, eight buffaloes, several 
rhinoceroses, hippopotamoses and _ 4gi- 
raffes, cats, jackels, hyenas, bush pigs, 
leopards, queer monkeys and many other 
animals. Among the large number of 
birds secured is the treacherous secre- 
tary bird and the flamingo. 


“Oh, it would be a great country for 
President Roosevelt,” said Mr. Akeley. 
“Many a night as we sat in camp I 
thought how much he would enjoy 
himself there. With the elephants and 
the lions, the hippos and rhinos, with 
antelope, sebras, leopards and hyenas 
he would live every minute of his time.

I hope to go back there myself some- 
time, for it is a promising country tn 
more ways than one.

HE evils existing in American cities today 
T are direct results of popular indifference. 
j The educated man is indifferent because 
he fails to see that good municipal government 
is of value to him that can be measured in dol- 
lars and cents. 

This indifference extends to the lower orders 
of society and becomes criminal. The vicious 
man, indifferent at all times to the welfare of 
- others, sees in politics a means of financial gain. 
The root which grew in indifference bears fruit 
in crime and graft.

I do not believe representative government in 
American cities has proven a failure, as some 
politico-economical writers profess. And even if 
it has, what better plan could t suggested? I 
know of none, for | can not admit the deficien- 
cies attributed to representation. 

I might say in this connection, however, it 
would be advantageous in elections to the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly, to select residents of the wards 
to be represented and have them to represent 
their own ward particularly, but permit the whole 
city to vote for every member of the Assembly. 

Among those who study municipal ownership 
problems the question of municipal ownership of 
public utilities, or municipal regulation of these 
enterprises, is the most engrossing at the present 
time. 

1 was elected on a platform of Municipal Own- 
ership “when practicable.’”’ I interpret this to 
mean Municipal Ownership, as we already have 
it to some extent, that of waterworks, garbage 
hauling, and other interests with which the city 
administration has a close and direct connection— 
not street railway systems and other commercial 
enterprises, which the public, truly, but not the 
city government is concerned with directly.

. OLLA WELLS was born in 8t. Louis ae 
R 1, 1856, the son of Erastus Wells. He was 
educated at Washington University, St. 
Louis, and at Princeton University. He began 
his business career as assistant superintendent) 
of a street railway and afterwards was general 
manager from 1879 to 1883. 

He then became associated with his father in 
various business enterprises, and the father and 
son worked together until the death of the for- 
mer in 1893. Rolla Wells was president of the 
American Steel Foundry Co. in 1983, which has 
been consolidated and is now known as the 
American Steel Foundries, and of which Mr. 
Wells is a director. He is also a director of the 
Mississippi Valley Trust Co. and of the State 
National Bank. 

Mr. Wells was elected Mayor of S8t. Louis on 
the Democratic ticket, April 2, 1901, and was re- 
elected Mayor on April 4, 1905. In 1896 he de- 
clined to indorse the free silver action of his 
party at the Chicago convention, and later par- 
ticipated in the ‘““Gold”’ convention at Indianap- 
olis, to which he was a delegate from the 
Twelfth Congressional District. He was long a 
zealous worker for the St. Louis Fair Associa- 
tion and Jockey Club, and served both organi- 
zations as president. The World's Fair in 8t. 
Louis was held during the Mayor’s first term. 

He is an Episcopalian and is a member of the 
St. Louis, University, Noonday, Log Cabin. Kin- 
loch, Country, Mercantile, Union and Quivre 
clubs. 

Mayor Wells’ residence is at 4228 Lindell boule- 
vard. He was married in St. Louis Oct. 2, 1878, 
to Miss Jennie Howard Parker.

pursuits if it can_be avoided. For instance, | 
would not take to the idea of a permanent force 
to pave the streets. That work can be done bet- 
ter and more economically by contractors. A 
paving department would be too expensive and 
unwieldy, but it is profitable for the city to main- 
tain its own paving repair force. 

The more narrowly confined the duties of a 
municipal government are, the more efficiently 
they will be administered. It is more difficult 
to operate a complex machine than a simple one. 
Complexity should come only through govern- 
mental necessities as they arise. 

But municipal governments ought to exert firm 
control and sharp scrutiny over public service 
corporations. Franchises ought to be paid for, 
but the city never should drive sharp bargains. 
In selling a franchise the city’s attitude is not 
that of a private person leasing real estate. 

The utilities corporation renders a necessary 
public service and the value of that service to 
thé. community should be computed and deduct- 
ed from the sale price of the franchise. I do not 
think franchises should be sold for lump sums. 
but for rentals based on fixed percentages of the 
annual incomes of franchise-holding corpora- 
tions. 

This is equitable. The corporation performs 
a public service. In turn, it is dependent upon 
the public. If its returns from the public are small 
its franchise rental should be commensurate. If 
return is large, the franchise rental should be in 
proportion. 

| favor municipal) control of utility corpora- 
tions as provided for by law, enabling the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly to create a commission and 
to fiz rates for public services. There is a 
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sentiment against putting on that commission 
not merely officers of public utility corporations, 
but holders of their stocks and bonds as well. 
This is going too far, in my opinion. Many of our 
most: public-spirited and valuable citizens own 
those stocks and bonds. Ought the city to be de- 
prived of their services because they have in- 
vested money in corporations performing a public 
service? 

The life of a franchise is an important element 
to be considered by municipal authorities. There 
are two points of view to be eonsidered in deter- 
mining for what term of years those concessions 
should be granted. The first, of course, is pub- 
lic interest. The duration of the privilege should 
not be extended beyond such time as will secure 
to the public an opportunity for revisions which 
experience manifests to be needed. 

LIFE OF PUBLIC CORPORATIONS. 

On the other hand, there is the joint interest 
of the public and the corporation. The period 
for which the franchise is granted should be long 
enough to warrant the highest class of equip- 
ment and the very best service. The corpora- 
tion ought to be protected in its investment to 
that extent. Justice to the men who put money 
into a public service, as well as the interest of 
the public, demand it. 

It is impossible, therefore, to lay down a hard 
and fast rule about the life of franchises. The 
matter depends on local conditions and the pe- 
culiar and _ special circumstances surrounding 
each franchise grant. 

This is equally true in the fixing of charges fur 
public services. In some instances a 10-cent street 
care fare might be reasonable. In others 3 cents 
might be all a transportation company should 
charge. 

For instance, in the old days of St. Louis, when 
we had horse cars, maybe for a half mile there 
would be passengers on the car and the remain- 
der of the trip, say another half mile, would be 
made by an empty car. Half of this trip was 
made at a loss. Would it be equitable to exnect 
fares on such a line to be the same as on our car 
lines today, when millions ride? 

Yet the service is much better as well as more 
expensive today. The cars are faster and larger, 
equipped with better seats, warmer in winter and 
much more numerous. These considerations must 
not be overlooked. 

But how much better for this service to he 
rendered by private companies under public con- 
trol than by greedy politicians, when cities area 
in a state of popular indifference, so aggravated 
that prominent bnsiness men feel no hesitation 
in urging public employment for an incompetent 
man? 

MUNICIPAL SERVICE REGULATION. 

Neither municipal regulating commissions nor | 
the public generally need concern themselves) 
with the amount of stocks or bonds issued by 
a public utility corporation. In fixing the charges 
for public services réndered, the only thing neces- 
sary to consider is the cost of that service anq 
what will be a legitimate profit on that cost. 

The amount of stock that may have been issued 
by the company has nothing to do with the mat- 
ter. If it pleases them to call themselves a cor- 
poration of “many millions,” that’s all right. But

There was a public committee hearing and a 
street car official. remarked that “better service 
than that then rendered would not pay.’ The 
answer he received was a warning to street car 
people never to plead watered stock to me as a 
reason for poor service or extortionate charges. 

The movement toward honesty in the adminis- 
tration of public affairs, I do not think, was con- 
fined to what Gov. Folk did. I have worked 
hard to keep the city departments and city gov- 
ernment clean of corruption ever since I entered 
the Mayor’s office and do not regard it immodest 
to say I have been successful. 

Of course the notoriety given the acts of Gov. 
Folk opened the eyes of many persons ignorant 
of conditions otherwise and it made the offenders 
very cautious about resuming their criminal op- 
erations. 

1 am inclined to think the good done will be 
permanent, but after all, that is in the hands 
of the people, who can keep city affairs clean or 
can allow them to slip back to the point where 
they were when Folk came on the scene. It all 
depends on whether or not a proper and intelli- 
gent interest is felt and exerted in public affairs. 

There has arisen of late years much discussion 
as to how far city governments should go in 
moral regulations—‘‘the lid” and like regulations. 
I am an advocate of personal liberty in such mat- 
ters, but I realize that what is good for one 
person is bad for another, and I have a profound 
respect for persons who want the Sabbath ob- 
served with respect and ‘quiet. 

ADVOCATE OF SUNDAY BASEBALL. 

Personally, I would not attend a Sunday base- 
ball game, nor would I like to see my sons 
do so. Yet I am an ardent advocate of Sunday 
baseball and other Sunday amusements. 
However, I think participation in such amuse- 
ments should be confined entirely to those who 
have no other opportunities. 

I have too much respect for persons who look 
with disfavor on Sunday baseball to go to games 
on that day myself, but I realize that if those 
without other opportunity for amusement are 
confined to the congested districts, Sunday would 
be marked by crimes and riotings that we know 
nothing of now. Sunday amusements are public 
safety valves and they ought to be protected.

On the other hand I favor opening gardens and 
other places where a man educated to that kind 
of amusement and educated to have a temper- 
ate taste for alcoholic beverages may take his 
family or go himself. 

This is especially true in St. Louis where a 
large part of our population finds innocent en- 
joyment and relaxation from the worry and care 
of daily work in just this way. The same is true 
of hotels and cafes, — by sojourning strang- 
ers in the city. 

SUFFICIENT REASON FOR LID. 

There are more persons idle on Sunday than 
on any other day of the week. There are two 
classes of these persons to be considered in Sun- 
day saloon regulations. The first is the vicious 
man who becomes troublesome when in his cups. 
The second is the weak person, who when idle, is 
apt to over-indulge his appetite to his own 


« harm. 


These two classes furnish a sufficient reason 
for “the lid.” It is impossible to discriminate 
and say what saloon should remain open and 
what be closed, and a law attempting to do that 
would be null and void. The only resource, it 
seems to me, is for those who might find innocent 
pleasure in moderate drinking on Sunday to fore- 
go that pleasure in the interest of thelr weaker 
brethren and also to protect the public from the 
vicious mah, idle that day and likely to spend it 
imbibing stimulants. That is, to close the saloons 
on Sunday. 

I favor stringent regulations of the liquor 
traffic at all times. 

When asked what the most important work of 
a municipal government is, I reply emphatical- 
lv: “Sanitation.” The greatest practical good 
any person can enjoy is physical wellbeing, and 
the most immediate effect of close crowding in 
cities is to jeopardize the health and physical 
wellbeing of the individual. 

In this particular, most cities of the country 
have little to complain of, though sanitation nec- 
essarily always is in a state of transition. /n 
some sections of the city are old structures with 
antiquated equipments, in newer buildings the 
most prenen sanitary devices are installed. The

In St. Louis; the public schools are under the 


control of the Board of Education, with which 


the Mayor's office has no connection, so I have 


had little opportunity to study this important 
phase of municipal government at close range, 1 
believe, however, that our public schools will take 
rank with any in the country. 

It has occurred to me at times that there might 
be too much tendency to higher education in the 
public school and too much diversification of 
studies in all grades. That error, if error it be, 
is general throughout the country, I believe, and 
not confined to St. Louis. 

I am not in a position, from lack of knowledge 
of the details of our school affairs, to discuss the 
recent agitation for higher pay for teachers. 

These are my conclusions relative to the bust- 
ness of city government. I say business advised- 
ly, for the municipality is a business corpora- 
tion, the affairs of which demand just as able 
management as those of any private mercantile 
corporation or firm. And every citizen has an tm- 
mediate personal interest in this, in economy of 
administration, in the best service from public 
utility corporations, in public sanitation, in good 
streets, In parks, in the police and fire depart- 
ments and every other branch of the city gov- 
ernment. 
intelligent citizens and the sooner they shake 
off their present indifference, the better it will be 


for St Louis and every other city in the coun- 


try.

Lawyers Say 
New Proposition 


AS the time come for ‘‘the 
unwritten law’’ to be 
placed on the statute 

books? This question is now 
raised by the numerous recent 
cases in which pleas under ‘‘the 
unwritten law’’ have been up- 
“held by juries. 
Do these verdicts rerre-ent a 
‘general public sentiment, so 
widespread and strong as to de- 
mand crystalization into the 
form of statute law? That is a 
question lawyers and criminol. 
ts all over the country are 
nning to ask. 

Law has been described as cus- 
tom legalized. Every law was 
at one time unwritten. For the 
country to be ruled in its most 
important crime by 4 «»tom di- 
rectly at variance with the law is 
regarded as anomalous. 


~—-— —— 


REMARKABLE situation has now 
A sve in the criminal jurispru- 

dence of the United States. The 
laws of all states declare the killing 
except under cer- 
tain specified conditions, to be mur- 
der. In most states killing to revenge 
wrongs done to the honor of women 
members of one’s family are not in- 
chided in the specified exceptions. 

Yet it has become al! but a fore- 
gone conclusion that a man brought 
to the bar of justice for homicide thua 
inspired, shall be acquitted. This ts 
Gone under “the unwritten ltaw.”’ 

“If juries are to continue freeing 
homicides under such circumstances,”’ 
lawyers say, “would it not be better to 
have those cases specifically placed in 
the justifiable class so that the ver- 
dicts will be brought within the law 
and the coprts be enabied to direct 
and control homicide cases in a way 
they can not do now?” 

Many lawyers find in these repeated 
verdicts of justification evidences of a 
deep-rooted sentiment in the mind of 
the American public, the extent and 
seriousness of which demands recog- 
nition by the legislators. 

On the other hand, there are many 
able lawyers who, assert that these ac- 
quitals are the result of “maudlin sen- 
timent” that represents in no way the 
real feeling of the people at large and 
sheeld be condemned and censured 
rather than upheld by the bench and 
the law-making bodies. 

But all admit, whether favoring or 
opposing “the unwritten law,” that the 
time has come when the courts should 
take oné side or the ether in the mat- 
ter, Present conditiens are fraught 
‘with manifold dangers, they say, con- 
spicuous among which is disrespect for 
the law engendered by frequent jury 
verdicts in flat vielation of the penal 
codes, 


Hither it must be made impoverible 
to present such evidence or offer such 
pleas as now are made under the “un- 
written law,” or the “unwrilien law” 
should be «mbedied in well ¢ fined atat- 
utes, able lawyers declare.

“Why, what is the use of having any 
criminal code at all if the punishments 
are to be left in the hands of the per- 
son who thinks, in a moment of excite- 
ment, that he has a grievance? That 
would place the courts in a position of 
simply inquiring as to whether or not 
the individual administered the punish- 
ment according to the silly system of 
so-called law. : 

“But courts are established to fix and 
direct punishment and the law reserves 
to itself the sole right to punish. That 
right cannot be delegated to the indi- 
vidual.”’ 

Cireuit Attorney Arthur N. Sager be- 
lieves that, instead of being legislation 
in support of the theory of “the un- 
written law,"’ there should be legisla- 
tion to prevent evidence based on ‘‘the 
unwritten law’’ getting before juries in 
homicide trials. 

“A plea of insanity is almost invar- 
lably used to cover an appeal to ‘the 
unwritten law,’” said he, “and my sug- 
gestion for putting a stop to this tra- 
vesty of justice is to forbid the making 
of pleas of insanity in criminal cases. 
If counsel for the accused believes the 
prisoner to be insane let a commission 
be appointed or the matter be referred 
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to a standing commission on insanity 
whose duty merely is to inquire into the 
mental state of the accused at the pres- 
ent time or at the time of the killing. 
Nothing else should be considered by 
the commission and its finding should 
be final in the case. 

“Then the trial would be cleared of 
all evidence under any plea of insan- 
ity and would be narrowed down to the 
question of whether the accused ac- 
tually committed the killing afid under 
what immediate circumstances, that is, 
whether wanton# in a fight, or in what 
manner. There could be no evidence 
presented to the jury that would raise 
the question of ‘the unwritten law.’ 

“We need,” said Mr. Sager, “a revi- 
sion of our whole cermrminal code to 
eliminate a lot of just such trash as 
works to the penefit of the ‘unwritten- 
law’ pleaders and others who wriggle 
out of their responsibility in homicide 
cases. Under our present system I 
could reverse any criminal judgment 
rendered by a Circuit Court were IT on 
the Supreme Court bench. 

“The frequent reversals are defended 
as precautions against punishinent of 
the innocent. Yet, tf an aphbeal is 
slightly irregular in tts form, though it 
may complain of the most glaring er- 
rers, it is thrown out by the court. 
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“Is this consistent?’’ asked Mr. Sager 
in conclusion. “If the real purpose of

Miss Mary Zengler is S years of age 
and lives with her brother, Louis, a ci- 
gar maker, at 2718 Blair avenue. Be- 
cause of their unusual devotion to each 
other neither the brother nor sister ever 
had married. 

At times, however, both felt lonely. 
Once, yielding to an impulse that was 
permanent with the sister but tran- 
sient with the brother, they adopted a 
child, a pretty little 56-year-old girl, 
whom both foster-parents came to be 
very fond of. But the little girl grew 
to womanhood and when she was 
married, and left the heme more deso- 
late and lonely than ever. 

Miss Mary wanted te adopt another 
baby, but her brother Louie felt they 
would both be more comfertable with- 
eut a ehild in the house. He would nut 
eonsent te her adopting another little 
one.

Who Rules This State ?--Is It Little or Pindall¥z 
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or the Mysterious “Paul?”--Amazing Com- 
plexity Created by Strange Illness of Elected 
Governor--Question 
Everybody in Arkan- 
sas Is Asking 


‘HO is the real Governor 
\ of Arkansas? The 
elected Governor has 
been suffering from a mys- 
terious illness since his inaugu- 
ration last January. The Presi- 
dent of the Senate is Acting 
Governor. He is carrying out 
the former's program. The son 0f 
the sick Governor is the Acting 
Governor’s private secretary. 

Does the elected Governor tell 
the Acting Governor what ‘to 
do? 

Does the son instruct the Act- 
ing Governor? 

Or does the Acting Governor 
decide for himself what he 
thinks the elected Governor 
would like to have done? 

These three figures, this trin- 
ity of strange mystery, form the 
greatest political enigma and 
hold the key to the strangest po- 
litical tangle in American life 


today. 


GOVERNOR ill and hidden from 
A public view, mystery investing 

the office of the chief executive, 
legal complications of various kinds and 
novel in the history of American States, 
are some of the phases of the remark- 
able situation existing in Arkansas 
since Jan. 21. when Gov. John Sebas- 
tian JAttle collapsed at the Capitol 
door in Little Rock, three days afier 
bis inauguration. 

Only one-fourth of the term for which 
Gov. Littl was elected has expired 
and the strange situation brought aout 
by his mysterious illness probably -will 
remain unehanged for the next year 
and a haff, if he lives. 

In the meantime, Xenophon 0. Pin- 
dall, a native of Missouri, president of 
the State Senate, is acting Governor 
by virtue of his office. But he is a 
strong supporter of Little and avowed- 
ly is carrying out the Little program. 

But is Gov. Little telling what he 
wants done? 

Is the Governor's son Paul the de 
facto Govefnor? 

Or is Mr. Pindall deciding for hfin- 
self what Gov. Little would do were 
he attending In person to the duties 
of his office? 

Nobody outside a narrow and restrict- 
ed circle has been able to answer these 
questions. 

4side from the attending physicians, 
the family and a limited number of the 
most intimate friends of Gov. Little, no 
One knows with certainty even the ma- 
ture of his illness.

At that time the sensationa) state of 
affairs in Arkansas reached an acute 
~Fisis. The crisis passed and today the 
State seems resigned to the extraordi- 
nary situation in which it finds its 
highest office. 

Now and then veiled reports of the 
Governor's condition are sent out, but 
serve only to Intensify the mystery sur- 
rounding him. Recently the following 
press dispatch from his home in Green- 
wood was published: 

“GREENWOOD, Ark., July 15.~There 
tas been no material change in Gov- 
ernor Little's co iition in the last 
few days.

Little visited 
his office the next day. He was as- 
sailed by a swarm of office seekers 
and spoilsmen, who were kept from 
him by Paul Little, the Governor's 
Son and private secretary. 

The next day, Sunday, the Governor 
spent in quiet. On Monday he re-

O be able to read a person's char-

You will never 
find this kind of eye In clever or sensi- 
ble people; it is generally known as the 
stupid eye.

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The color ef the eyes is caused by 
fluids of various tints or shades, the 
darker the more condensed in quality; 
consequently dark ey: indicate power, 
and light ones delicacy. There is no 
such thing as black eyes, although they 
are often mentione ' both in writing and 
speaking. The darkness is caused sim- 
ply by a condensation of the pigment or 
colored matter, which,- if dissolved in 
spirit or acid, would be of the p~lest 
tint of yellow. There ate many char- 
acteristics attributed to the color of 
the eyes, but there is no anatomical 
basig for them. There is certainly more 
passion and intensity in dark eyes, 
whereas gray and light bive are cal- 
culating. cool, and mote precise. Hazel 
eyes are said to be indicative of intel- 
lect, agreeableness, ficklenesr, love and 
hastiness of temper.

One notable article in this coilecrion 
is an umbrella stand, more than three 
feet high and eight or ten inches in 
diameter,* which is covered’ with cigar 
bands of every design and color. There 
are no two bunds alike on this piece of 
work, and it is estimated that there are 
several thousand On the stand. 

The walls are hung with al) sorts of 
pipes, quaint clay pipes, with ine 
stems, such as the men Dickens wrute 
about were wont to smoke a g eration 
or two ago in England; odd « man 
pipes, of cherry wood, meerschaum and 
painted china; briar pipes, plain pipes. 
carved pipes, American pipes. foreign 
pipes. 

in the center of this “den* ts a sinox- 
ing table of very peculiar make wr. 
dinarily it would be a reading or a card 
table, but its peculiar construction and 
design make one think of it primarily 
as a Smoking tabie. 

Beneath this table, on an ornamenta! 
stand, is an Oriental water pipe, trom 
which extend a fmumber of tubes with 
mouthpieces for smoking. There are 
poles Tm the top ¢f the table through 
which these tubes extend. When nu in 
use they slip back, teuving just oe Meh 
of the mouthpiece to take hod of pro- 
truding torough each hole. 

When the pipe is in use each person 
siting about the table may puli «, one 
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of these tubes and smoke as long aé@ he 
desires. When he releases his mouth- 
piece it will slip back into the hole and 
not get in the way until wanted again. 
The pipe is kept ready to smoke by 
siow-burning charcoal under the great 
tobacco bowl. As the smoke parses 
through cold water, it reaches 
mouth of the smoker in a cool state and 
free of nicotine. 

The water pipe is a peculiarly Orient- 
al institution, being popular in Turkey 
and other NVastern countries. Its use 
in this country is confined targely to 
souvenir collectors or persons who itike 
the quaint and the odd in enjoying ‘“‘the 
weed,” 

The idea .f a water pipe underneath 
a card table, with tubes for ée@ach 
player, was concei-ed after a Visit to 
a clubhouse in an Hlinois city. In that 
house wa nive were Ktpt goi ge in 
the basement continually and every 
Lench, windeuw ledge and panel in the 
wall contained a smoking tube. Any 
person on entering the club house loung- 
int room found a pipe tube right at 
his hand. He could pull oui the tube, 
smoke as long as he desired, and then 
let the tube slip back into place 

A citizen of 3% or © years ago when 
he wanted buy a cigar in a small 
tcwn selected one, or rather several, 
from a stnall keg in the stwre of the 
general merchant. The qualty of the 
tobacco was fair, but there wis abso- 
lutely nothing to appeal to the esthetic 
tastes of the smoker. 

Now conditions have beer reversed. 
The cigar boxes and bands are made 
as attractive as possible, cigarette boxes 
are works of art, and pipes and smoking 
room ornaments are being made in very
